Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  some  sense  of  achievement  that  I 
present  to  you  the  Twentieth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  East  Berks  United  Sanitary 
Districts. 

According  to  the  Memorandum  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  relating  to  the  compilation  of  these  Reports,  every  fifth 
year  a somewhat  more  comprehensive  review  has  to  be  taken 
of  the  Public  Health  Services  of  the  areas  concerned  than 
during  the  intervening  years.  The  Report  for  1930  comes 
within  that  category  and  is  therefore  cast  in  somewhat  different 
lines  as  compared  with  its  immediate  predecessors.  It  is 
perhaps  a little  unfortunate  that  these  Survey  Reports,”  as 
they  are  called,  occur  during  the  year  in  which  the  Census  is 
taken  and  not  the  year  after,  as  in  the  latter  case  that  bed-rock 
of  statistical  information,  the  Census  figures,  would  be  available 
for  calculating  the  various  Birth  and  Death  Rates  etc.  For 
various  reasons,  which  need  not  be  recounted  here,  the  popula- 
tions and  consequently  the  statistical  rates  given  for  the  several 
districts  in  this  Report  must  be  taken  as  approximate  only  as 
there  is  no  means  other  than  Census  enumeration,  by  which  an 
exact  estimate  of  the  population  can  be  made. 

An  apology  is  due  for  the  late  appearance  of  this  Report,  the 
two  chief  reasons  being  that  much  of  the  information  required 
is  not  available  until  after  the  close  of  the  financial  year  (31st 
March)  although  the  Report  relates  to  the  completed  calendar 
(30th  December)  and  as  separate  reports  are  required  for  each 
District,  the  schedule  has  to  be  worked  through  six  times 
instead  of  once  only  if  the  Combination  were  treated  as  one 
District. 


Again  I have  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  the  several  Districts  for  the  very  valuable  assis- 
tance they  have  given  me  in  collecting  the  information  called 
for,  as  well  as  for  their  whole-hearted  service  in  carrying  out 
their  manifold  duties. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  individual  District 
Councils  I should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  done  and  for  their  ready  consideration 
of  the  projects  and  proposals  brought  before  them  at  the 
Council  Meetings.

By  an  arrangement  with  The  Clinical  Research  Association, 
Ltd.,  Watergate  House,  York  Buildings,  Adelphi,  London, 
W.C.2,  every  medical  practitioner  practising  in  the  East 
Berks  Districts  is  provided  with  outfits  for  taking  and  trans- 
mitting to  the  above-named  Association,  Swabs  for  Diphtheria, 
Sputum  for  Tubercle  and  Blood  for  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever. 
The  cost  of  examination  and  report  (of  which  a duplicate  is 
sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  is  defrayed  by  the  Local 
Authority  of  the  District  wherein  the  patient  resides.

CONSTITUTION  AND  HISTORY  OF  THE  DISTRICTS. 

By  an  Order  dated  10th  November,  1910,  the  (then)  Local 
Government  Board  in  pursuance  of  section  286  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  directed  that  the  districts  comprising 
Maidenhead  Urban,  Cookham,  Easthampstead  and  Windsor 
Rural,  shall  be  united  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  said 
section  of  the  Act.  The  Order  further  made  provision  for 
proportionate  representation  of  the  districts  concerned  on 
a Joint  Committee  and  empowered  the  Committee  to  appoint 
a Medical  Officer  of  Health  (whole  time)  also  a Clerk  and  to 
authorise  payment  of  salaries  and  approved  expenses  to  these 
officers.  The  combined  district  thus  constituted  embraced 
an  area  of  68,103  acres,  with  a population  (Census  1911)  of 
60,418  and  a net  rateable  value  of  £386,116. 

A subsequent  order  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  dated 
15th  March,  1921,  altered  the  original  districts  by  transferring 
the  Parish  of  Clewer  Without  from  Windsor  Rural  District 
to  Windsor  Urban  District,  as  from  9th  November,  1920.  The 
area  of  the  district  thus  transferred  is  1900  acres  with  a 
population  of  5,873  (approx.)  and  a rateable  value  of  £28,009. 

On  the  27th  October,  1922,  a new  Order  was  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  rescinding  the  previous  order  of  10th 
November,  1910,  and  reconstituting  the  combined  districts 
with  the  inclusion  of  Wokingham  Urban  and  Wokingham 
Rural  Districts.  This  Order  took  effect  as  from  the  1st 
January,  1923,  and  its  main  provisions  include  : — 
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(a)  The  uniting  of  Maidenhead  and  Wokingham  Urban  Districts, 

Cookham,  Easthampstead,  Windsor  and  Wokingham 
Rural  Districts  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  pursuance  of  Section  286  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875. 

(b)  The  formation  of  a Joint  Committee  of  representatives  of 

the  several  Councils  of  the  districts  concerned,  namely  : 
Maidenhead  Urban,  3 ; Wokingham  Urban,  1 ; Cookham 
Rural,  2 ; Easthampstead  Rural,  3 ; Windsor  Rural,  2 ; 
Wokingham  Rural,  3 ; total  14  members  of  which  5 form 
a quorum. 

(c)  The  Joint  Committee  appoints  its  own  Chairman  and  Clerk, 

also  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  combined  districts, 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Officers  Order,  1922. 

(d)  The  Joint  Committee  is  to  examine  and  allow  the  salary 

and  expenses  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  of  their 
Clerk,  the  same,  after  apportionment,  to  be  paid  by  the 
District  Councils. 

(e)  The  apportionment  to  be  made  in  the  following  manner  : — 

''  as  regards  one  half  in  the  proportion  which  the  rateable 
value  of  the  district  of  that  district  council  bears  to  the 
aggregate  rateable  value  of  the  districts  and  as  regards 
the  other  half,  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of 
inhabitants  in  the  area  of  the  district  bears  to  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  areas  of  the 
districts.” 

(f)  Any  matter  of  dispute  under  this  Order  may  be  referred  to 

the  Minister  of  Health  for  decision,  which  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive. 

On  the  21st  October,  1927,  a further  Order  of  the  Minister 
of  Health  came  into  force  by  which  the  Borough  of  Wokingham 
extended  its  boundaries  by  including  a considerable  portion  of 
the  surrounding  parish  of  Wokingham  Without.  By  this 
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alteration  an  area  of  2,846  acres  with  a populaton  of  approxi- 
mately 2,490  and  a rateable  value  of  £13,285  was  added  to  the 
Borough,  previous  to  the  extension  the  figures  were  : area,  557 
acres  ; population,  4,232  ; rateable  value,  £23,589.

GEOLOGICAL  FORMATION. 

The  principal  geological  formation  in  East  Berks  is  the 
chalk  which  is  to  be  found  on,  or  very  near,  the  surface  through 
out  that  portion  of  the  area  which  lies  to  the  north  of  the  G.W.R 
line.  Here  and  there  banks  of  gravel  and  pockets  of  clay  are 
to  be  found  often  curiously  intermixed  but  not  of  great  extent, 
and  a little  further  south  these  sands,  gravels,  and  clays  form 
an  irregular  but  distinct  narrow  band  (the  Reading  Beds) 
running  from  the  village  of  Bray  in  the  east,  to  Earley  in  the 
west  of  the  District. 
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Proceeding  southwards  the  London  clay  appears  over  a 
wide  area  roughly  corresponding  to  that  included  between  the 
line  of  the  G.W.R.  on  the  north  and  the  line  of  the  Southern 
Railway  on  the  South.  Beyond  this  the  Bagshot  sands  prevail. 
Superimposed  on  the  general  geological  formation  there  are 
many  deposits  of  gravel  on  hill  tops  and  higher  ground  as  well 
as  alluvial  deposits  of  river  drift  gravel  along  the  valleys  of  the 
Thames,  Lodden  and  Blackwater. 

These  formations  have  had  their  effect  in  the  past  upon 
the  layout  of  the  country  side,  thus  the  chalk  and  high-lying 
gravel  deposits  were  chosen  as  the  sites  for  the  old  established 
towns  and  villages,  as  water  could  easily  be  obtained  from 
springs  and  shallow  wells. 

Agriculture  developed  largely  along  the  river  valley  and 
on  the  chalk  while  on  the  middle  section  Brick  and  Tile  works 
naturally  appeared  on  the  clay.  The  Bagshot  Beds  in  the 
south  provide  nothing  for  agriculture  nor  manufacture  hence 
most  of  this  extensive  area  is  covered  by  heath  and  pine  wood. 
Lately  this  has  opened  up  as  a residential  area,  for  which  the 
higher  parts  of  the  ground  are  eminently  suitable,  while  the 
hollows  are  totally  unsuitable  on  account  of  the  impermeable 
nature  of  the  underlying  pan  ” which  prevents  soakage  of 
surface  water  and  causes  the  formation  of  veritable  swamps 
in  the  winter-time.  For  this  reason  a careful  application  should 
be  made  of  powers  comprised  in  a Town-planning  scheme  to 
prevent  the  erection  of  dwellings  in  unhealthy  areas.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Maidenhead  and  the  adjoining  villages  of  Bray  and  Cook- 
ham  are  known  chiefly  as  residential  river-side  resorts  for  which 
the  natural  beauties  and  amenities  of  this  reach  of  the  River 
Thames  render  these  localities  particularly  desirable.  The 
occasional  flooding  of  the  river  does  not  cause  any  serious 
consequences  other  than  temporary  inconvenience  and  dis- 
comfort and  in  fact  the  houses  mostly  affected  are  those  on  the 
river  front,  many  of  which  are  not  occupied  in  the  winter-time. 
Industry  is  not  carried  on  to  any  great  extent  and  apart  from  a 
large  brewery,  several  large  garages  and  laundries,  there  are 
few  factories  of  any  size  in  the  borough.  The  trades  carried  on 
are  those  connected  with  Building  and  Shopkeeping,  and  a 
large  number  of  females  are  employed  in  Laundry  work. 
Many  of  the  residents  travel  to  London  daily  for  business  and 
this  accounts  for  the  comparatively  large  proportion  included 
under  the  headings  of  Clerks  and  Office  workers.  Professional 
and  Personal  Services.  Viewing  the  circumstances  as  a whole 
it  cannot  be  said  that  any  of  the  conditions  of  occupation  or 
environment  have  any  prejudicial  effect  on  health. 

Wokingham  Borough  is  residential  rather  than  industrial 
in  character  and  its  population  is  remarkable  for  the  large 
proportion  of  persons  of  70  years  and  over  in  age,  many  of  whom 
are  retired  agricultural  and  professional  workers.  As  for 
trades,  in  addition  to  building,  the  chief  are,  brick-making, 
transport  work,  and  for  professional  work,  teaching — there 
being  several  large  education  establishments  in  the  neighbour- 
hood— commerce  and  finance  occupy  the  leading  positions. 

CooKHAM  Rural  District. 

Contrary  to  what  might  be  expected,  agriculture  does  not 
occupy  a very  prominent  position  in  this  district,  but  the 
balance  is  more  than  compensated  by  the  number  returned  as 
‘‘  Gardeners  ” and  “ Personal  Servants.”  Dairy  farming  is 
carried  on  to  a considerable  extent  and  also  Brick  and  Tile 
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making  and  again  Office  work  and  Commerce  figures  largely 
amongst  the  residents  of  the  two  chief  villages. 

A remarkable  feature  during  the  past  five  years  has  been 
the  development  of  the  Heywood  Park  Estate  which  has  now 
become  a village  of  considerable  size  and  which  occupies  an 
area  where,  in  1924  only  the  Manor  House  and  its  surrounding 
Park  could  be  seen. 

Easthampstead  Rural  District. 

The  term  ‘‘  rural  ” is  almost  a misnomer  as  applied  to  this 
district.  The  presence  of  such  institutions  as  the  Royal 
Military  College,  Sandhurst,  Wellington  College,  Crowthorne, 
and  other  educational  establishments,  as  well  as  Broadmoor 
Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  tend  to  make  this  a residential  and 
professional  locality  rather  than  agricultural.  Add  to  that 
the  fact  that  the  southern  portion  is  on  the  Bagshot  Sands, 
land  which  can  hardly  be  cultivated  and  is  covered  mostly 
with  heather  and  pine  woods.  This  tract  of  country  has  two 
very  distinct  and  opposite  effects  upon  health.  The  high-lying 
parts  are  dry,  and  open  to  the  fresh  air  that  blows  across  the 
rolling  heath  and  pine  wood  and  are,  in  a word,  eminently 
suitable  for  private  and  other  residences.  The  low-lying  land 
and  hollows  collect  the  surface  water  that  streams  down  the 
slopes  in  wet  weather  and  as  there  is  an  impervious  “ pan  ” 
just  below  the  surface,  little  or  no  soakage  occurs,  with  the 
result  that  considerable  tracts  are  converted  into  a kind  of 
marsh.  In  the  absence  of  artificial  drainage  the  stagnant 
water  and  decaying  vegetation  produce  conditions  the  reverse 
of  healthy.  It  is  particularly  unfortunate  that  much  of  this 
low-lying  land  has  been  sold  as  cheap  ” building  sites  and 
the  impossibility  of  obtaining  a good  water  supply  and  of 
disposing  of  sewage  and  refuse  on  the  site  adds  considerably 
to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  this  area. 

Windsor  Rural  District. 

This  again  is  essentially  a residential  district  the  nature  of 
which  is  largely  influenced  by  the  proximity  of  Windsor  Castle, 
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the  inclusion  of  large  tracts  of  Crown  Land  (Windsor  Forest 
etc.),  Ascot  Race  Course  and  the  neighbourhood  of  the  famous 
Sunningdale  Golf  Links,  also  the  great  number  of  large  residences 
in  the  vicinity.  Horticulture  rather  than  agriculture  describes 
the  nature  of  employment  on  the  lands,  while  the  occupations 
are  mostly  in  the  nature  of  personal  and  domestic  service. 
If  environment  can  be  said  to  exercise  an  influence  on  public 
health  in  this  locality  it  must  tend  towards  longevity,  for 
amongst  the  several  districts  in  this  combination,  Windsor 
Rural  usually  occupies  the  first  place  for  the  lowest  mortality 
and  morbidity  rates. 

Wokingham  Rural  District. 

This  extensive  rural  district  occupies  the  whole  of  the 
western  side  of  the  East  Berks  Sanitary  Area.  As  may  be 
inferred  from  its  shape  the  northern  section  differs  greatly  from 
the  southern  and  this  is  particularly  marked  in  relation  to  soil, 
occupation  and  character  of  the  country.  On  the  whole 
agriculture  is  carried  on  to  a rather  greater  extent  than  in  the 
other  Rural  Districts  of  the  combination  and  there  is  a large 
number  of  dairy  farms,  including  that  of  the  National  Institute 
for  Research  in  Dairying  (Shinfield).  In  the  northern  section 
the  villages  of  Twyford,  Wargrave  and  Sonning  occupy  an 
important  position,  the  latter  two  being  well-known  riverside 
resorts.  In  Sonning  building  development  has  been  carried 
on  to  a very  large  extent  of  late.  Twyford  is  virtually  a small 
town  and  stands  greatly  in  need  of  that  urban  necessity — a 
sewerage  system. 

The  southern  section,  which  is  mostly  on  Bagshot  sands, 
is  covered  by  large  areas  of  heath  and  pinewood.  Here  too, 
building  has  been  very  active  in  certain  directions  and  one  is 
presented  with  the  extraordinary  contrast  of  large  well- 
appointed  country  houses  on  the  best  sites,  while  on  the 
“ cheap  ” sites  of  the  waste  land,  all  sorts  of  shacks  and 
shanties  spring  up  in  crops.  The  difficulty  of  providing  the 
latter  with  sanitary  amenities  is  a problem  not  easily  solved. 
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The  principal  occupations  include  personal  service  and 
gardeners  in  the  residential  locahties,  a certain  amount  of 
agricultural  and  fa,rm  labour,  brick  and  tile  making  and  on  the 
western  fringe  near  Reading  a considerable  number  of  factory 
hands  appears  in  the  returns.  There  is  no  special  industry 
peculiar  to  the  district  and  neither  occupation  nor  physical 
character  of  the  area  appear  to  have  any  marked  influence  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  at  large.

8.  HOME  NURSING. 

(a)  General. 

Most  of  the  general  domestic  and  maternity  nursing  in 
Maidenhead  and  surrounding  district  is  carried  out  by  the 
Maidenhead  and  District  Nursing  Association,  a voluntary 
organisation  whose  headquarters  are  at  Nos.  3-5,  Castle  Hill, 
Maidenhead.  The  staff  consists  of  a Lady  Superintendent 
and  six, Nurses  of  whom  four,  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent, 
are  Certified  Mid  wives  and  four  are  Queen’s  Nurses.”  The 
Local  Authority  makes  an  annual  contribution  of  £75  in  respect 
of  public  health  services,  namely  provision  of  a Maternity  bed, 
ante-natal  clinic  and  assistance  in  the  treatment  and  visiting 
of  School  and  Welfare  children.

9.  MIDWIVES.

10.  NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE.

11.  POOR  LAW  MEDICAL  OUT-RELIEF. 

This  service  is  now  administered  by  the  County  Council 
and  is  not  related  to  the  Local  Authority.  The  total  sum 
expended  in  this  area  on  Poor  Law  Relief  in  1930  is  £3,746 
which  works  out  at  45.6  pence  per  head  of  estimated  population. 
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12.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

All  medical  practitioners  in  this  area  are  provided  with 
outfits  for  taking  and  transmitting  by  post,  swabs  for 
diphtheria,  sputum  for  tubercle  and  blood  for  typhoid. 
Outfits  for  other  pathological  specimens  can  be  obtained  by 
application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  These  examina- 
tions are  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  London.  Unofficial  samples  of 
milk  and  of  water  from  private  wells  are  examined  periodically 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Official  samples  of  Milk,  Drugs  and  Foodstuffs  are  examined 
by  the  County  Analyst.

Act,  1907,  is  in  force  in  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead,  We,  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead 
acting  by  the  Council,  being  the  Urban  District  Council  for  the 
said  Borough,  do  by  this  Order  DECLARE  each  of  the  following 
trades,  businesses  or  manufactures,  namely,  the  trades, 
businesses  or  manufactures  of  a gut-scraper,  a rag  and  bone 
dealer,  and  a fish-fryer  within  the  said  Borough  to  be  an  offen- 
sive trade. 

In  this  Order,  the  expression  ‘‘  a rag  and  bone  dealer  ” 
means  any  person  who  for  the  purpose  of  sale  carries  on  upon 
any  premises  the  trade  of  receiving,  storing,  sorting  or  manip- 
ulating any  rags  in  a offensive  condition  or  in  a condition  likely 
to  become  offensive,  or  any  bones,  rabbit  skins,  fat  and  other 
putrescible  animal  products  of  a like  nature. 

Given  under  the  Common  Seal  of  the  Council  this  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  1914. 

This  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1914. 

14.  HOSPITALS. 

The  Maidenhead  General  Hospital  serves  the  Borough  of 
Maidenhead  and  surrounding  district  but  patients  are 
occasionally  sent  to  the  larger  General  Hospitals  in  Windsor, 
Reading  and  London,  transport  being  usually  effected  by  the 
Corporation  Ambulance. 

The  Maidenhead  Hospital  is  at  present  undergoing  re-con- 
struction and  enlargement  by  which  the  present  number  of  33 
beds  will  be  brought  up  by  the  addition  of  22  to  a total  of  55. 
In  the  past  year  568  cases  were  admitted,  and  5,799  attendances 
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were  registered  in  the  Out-patients’  De])artment.  The  number 
of  Casualties  treated  in  1930  is  122  as  in  patients  (92  of  which 
were  motor  accidents),  and  431  as  out  patients.  The  average 
cost  per  patient  per  day  works  out  at  95.  ^d. 


The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  accommodates  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  occasionally  when  beds  are 
available  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  from  Maidenhead, 
and  by  agreement,  from  the  other  districts  in  this  combination. 
Each  district  pays  a retaining  fee  of  £50  per  bed  for  the 
guaranteed  use  of  so  many  beds  (two  to  four)  at  any  one  time 
and  additional  patients  may  be  received  if  room  is  available. 
A flat  rate  of  £10  per  case  is  charged  for  each  patient  admitted 
irrespective  of  length  of  stay  and  inclusive  of  all  ordinary 
charges.  Some  five  years  ago  the  temporary  corrugated  iron 
building  used  as  a Scarlet  Fever  Pavilion  was  replaced  by  a 
permanent  brick  structure  of  greater  accommodation  and  in 
1930  the  corresponding  Diphtheria  Block  was  replaced  by  a 
more  commodious  and  up-to-date  permanent  building. 
Corresponding  extensions  have  been  made  in  the  staff  quarters 
and  in  the  laundry:  The  total  accommodation  now  provided 
is  : Diphtheria  beds,  26  ; Scarlet  Fever  beds,  22.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superintendent.  The 
nursing  staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  Deputy  Matron,  three 
trained  nurses  and  two  probationers.  Additional  nurses  are 
employed  as  occasion  demands.  The  domestic  staff  consists 
of  cook  and  laundress,  three  maids  and  additional  help  when 
required.  A non-resident  porter  and  a part-time  gardener 
are  also  employed.  The  re-building  mentioned  above  repre- 
sents stages  in  the  re-construction  scheme  undertaken  in  1924. 
The  final  portion,  that  of  constructing  a block  of  cubicles  in 
place  of  the  temporary  building  now  used  as  additional 
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sleeping  quarters  is  yet  to  be  accomplished.  The  following 
table  shows  the  cases  admitted  during  the  year  1930.

This  Home  is 
situated  a short  distance  outside  the  Borough  boundary. 

16.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Cases  of  maternal  mortality  occurring  locally  are  inves- 
tigated by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  1930  three 
of  these  cases  were  enquired  into  and  confidential  reports  sent 
to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

17.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOME- 
LESS CHILDREN. 

The  Public  Assistance  Institution,  which  is  situated  at  76, 
St.  Marks  Road,  is  the  chief  local  provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children.  The  St. 
Agnes  Rescue  Home,  St.  Agnes  Lodge,  Laburnham  Road 
(Miss  Horsman,  Supt.)  a local  branch  of  the  Rescue  and 
Preventive  Association,  provides  a temporary  refuge  for 
unmarried  mothers  pending  further  arrangements.  Apart 
from  this  many  cases  are  dealt  with  as  occasion  arises  by  local 
charity  and  generally  speaking  the  necessary  relief  is  obtained. 
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18.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MENTAL 

DEFECTIVES. 

F or  local  cases  provision  at  various  institutions  is  made  by 
the  County  Council.  The  Middlesex  County  Council  have 
recently  established  a large  Home  of  the  kind  at  Craufurd 
House,  No.  1,  Gringer  Hill,  Maidenhead,  but  local  cases  are 
not  admitted. 


19.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

There  is  a fully  equipped  Motor  Ambulance  at  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  always  available  for  transport  of  cases  of 
this  class. 

{h)  Other  Gases. 

For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  Borough  Motor 
Ambulance  is  available.  This  Ambulance  was  originally 
presented  to  the  Town  (in  1919)  by  the  Committee  of  the  Cox 
Green  Flower  Show  and  is  maintained  by  the  Corporation 
under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  No  charge  is 
made  for  its  use  in  cases  of  aecident  or  for  poor  persons 
requiring  to  be  conveyed  to  or  from  a hospital  in  Maiden- 
head or  neighbourhood.  In  other  cases  a charge  from  5s, 
upwards  is  made  according  to  length  of  journey  and  means  of

21.  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 

The  operation  of  this  Act  has  not  yet  made  any  material 
alteration  in  the  Public  Health  Administration  as  dealt  with  in 
this  Report. 


PART  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  Maidenhead,  with  a few  exceptions  mentioned 
later^  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead 
Water  Company.  This  is  a private  Company  whose  powers 
are  derived  from  a Private  Act  of  1875  and  Provisional  Orders 
dated  1893,  1900  and  1905.  The  water  is  mainly  derived  from 
four  wells  about  70  feet  deep  in  Chalk,  two  at  College  Avenue 
and  two  between  Maidenhead  and  the  village  of  Cookhani. 
In  addition,  at  the  Maidenhead  works  there  is  a deep  boring 
(1,013  feet)  constructed  in  1912  into  the  Lower  Greensand 
from  which  a supplementary  supply  is  obtained.  Apart  from 
its  extreme  hardness  (20-26°)  the  water  is  of  excellent  quality 
and  purity.  The  supply  is  copious  (27-30  gallons  per  head) 
and  maintained  under  constant  pressure  by  means  of  reservoirs 
on  the  high  ground  at  Pond  House  on  the  Bath  Road  at 
Lordlands  Farm  near  Hawthorn  Hill  and  at  Cookhani.  The 
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distribution  area  covers  the  whole  of  Maidenhead  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Cookham,  except  a portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Bisham  (supplied  by  the  Marlow  Water  Company).  In  the 
Northern  section  of  Maidenhead  there  are  2,580  connections 
with  the  mains  and  in  the  Southern  section  1,777,  making  a 
total  of  4,357. 

There  are  a few  of  the  older  houses  situated  in  the  lower 
part  of  Maidenhead  near  the  river  that  derive  their  water 
supply  from  tube  wells  driven  into  the  River  Drift  Gravel. 
Numerous  samples  of  these  private  wells  have  been  taken  in 
past  years  and  only  occasionally  has  the  result  of  the  analysis 
justified  closing  the  well,  the  source  of  pollution  being  purely 
local. 


23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Thames  is  closely  guarded  as  regards  pollution 
by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  may 
be  taken  as  free  from  any  gross  pollution. 

The  Cut,  an  artificial  tributary  of  the  Thames,  receives  the 
effluent  from  the  Maidenhead  Sewage  works  and  this  again  is 
carefully  watched  by  the  Conservancy  Inspectors.  During 
the  past  year  no  adverse  report  has  been  received  upon  any  of 
the  numerous  samples  taken. 

The  Moor  Stream,  originally  a ditch  draining  the  low- 
lying  land  near  the  river,  now  receives  the  surface  water  from 
the  streets  in  the  central  part  of  the  town.  From  time  to 
time  it  has  been  cleaned  out,  widened,  deepened  and  graded 
so  that  a comparatively  free  flow  is  now  obtained  in  this 
otherwise  sluggish  stream.  No  gross  pollution  occurs  although, 
in  places,  the  stream  looks  untidy  from  bottles,  jars,  tins,  etc., 
thrown  in  by  children  and  others. 

24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  surface  water  drainage  of  the  town  is  chiefly  conveyed 
through  a large  main  drain  running  east  and  west  and  dis- 
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charging  as  described  in  the  previous  paragraph.  Outlying 
streets  and  roads  are  drained  into  soakaways  but  for  many 
years  these  have  proved  inadequate  during  heavy  rainfall  and 
a scheme  is  on  foot  to  extend  the  drainage  to  the  newer  parts 
of  the  town.  This  scheme,  which  involves  an  estimated 
expenditure  of  £45,000,  is  divided  into  five  sections,  three  of 
which  have  now  been  completed  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£5,000.  These  sections  comprise  Ray  Mill  Road,  Moor  Lane 
and  Oldfield  Road,  all  of  which  are  on  the  low  land  near  the 
river.  The  main  portions  of  the  scheme,  the  northern  and 
southern  sections,  have  yet  to  be  undertaken.  With  the 
exception  of  several  large  houses  near  the  river  (Fishery  Estate) 
and  a considerable  number  of  smaller  dwellings  that  have 
recently  been  built  in  the  low-lying  part  of  the  town  (Summer- 
leaze,  Ray  Mill  Road)  all  of  which  are  at  too  low  a level  to 
drain  into  the  main  sewer,  the  whole  of  the  town  is  connected 
to  main  drainage.  These  dwellings  drain  into  cesspools  (about 
270  in  number)  and  are  emptied  periodically  by  CorjDoration 
employees. 

The  Sewage  Outfall  works  are  situated  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Borough,  south  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  line,  and 
cover  about  25  acres.  The  method  of  treatment  is  by  screening 
and  sedimentation  followed  by  a series  of  contact  beds  and 
finally  over  underdrained  land,  the  effluent  being  discharged 
into  The  Cut,”  an  artificial  tributary  of  the  Thames.  The 
flow  of  sewage  is  in  two  sections,  a high  level  and  a low  level 
both  of  which  reach  the  Outfall  works  by  gravitation  and 
discharge  into  two  wells,  from  which,  in  the  former  case  by  a 
lift  of  about  14  feet  and  in  the  latter  about  30  feet,  the  sewage  is 
pumped  to  the  settling  tank  and  contact  beds. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  closets  in  Maidenhead  are 
fitted  with  individual  flushing  tanks.  In  one  set  of  cottages 
(Garden  Cottages)  and  a few  other  isolated  instances  waste- 
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water  tipper  closets  are  still  in  use  as  they  have  been  for  many 
years  but  being  well  supervised  no  serious  trouble  has  arisen. 
The  so-called  ‘‘  Conservancy  ” type  of  closet  has  disappeared 
with  the  exception  of  3 at  Shoppenhangers  which  is  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  District. 

26.  SCAVENGING. 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  dry  scavenged  weekly  and  the 
central  part  of  the  town  twice-a-week.  The  refuse  is  collected 
by  two  Shelvoke  and  Drury  motor  freighters  of  seven  cubic 
yards  capacity  and  conveyed  to  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works 
where  it  is  burned  in  heaps,  the  residue  being  used  to  raise  the 
level  of  the  surrounding  land.  Covered  bins  are  in  general  use 
even  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  class  property  where  in  former 
times  old  baths,  pails,  boxes  were  used  and  the  proper  recep- 
tacles had  a marked  tendency  to  disappear  when  provided. 
Fixed  ashpits  have  now  been  abolished  and  cleansing  of  earth 
closets  and  privies  is  not  required  as  there  are  now  only  three 
in  the  Borough. 

Wet  scavenging  is  required  in  the  restricted  area  mentioned 
in  paragraph  24.  This  is  carried  out  by  Corporation  employees 
by  means  of  a hand  pump  into  a horse-drawn  tank.  Owing 
to  the  recent  development  of  building  on  land  where  the  sewer 
is  not  available  the  number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied  has  more 
than  doubled  during  the  past  few  years  and  a more  efficient 
and  expeditious  method  of  emptying  is  required.

A circular  letter  is  sent  every  quarter  to  the  occupiers  of 
the  Slaughter  Houses  drawing  their  attention  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Bylaws,  requiring  the  limewashing  4 times  every  year 
of  the  internal  surface  above  the  floor  or  pavement  of  such 
Slaughter  House. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Fifty-seven  applications  were  received  for  advice  in 
baiting  and  ridding  premises  of  rats  and  mice,  and  as  in  previous 
years  every  effort  was  made  to  co-operate  with  occupiers  in 
ridding  their  premises  of  rodents. 

During  Rat  Week  (November  3-8)  three  men  were  engaged 
in  making  a house-to-house  visitation,  and  where  necessary, 
suitable  baits  were  laid. 
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A report  of  the  details  of  the  work  was  furnished  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  accordance  with  their 
request.

28.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  only  five  chimney  stacks  in  the  town  which 
seldom  give  rise  to  nuisance  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public 
Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926.  On  one  or  two  occasions 
when  excessive  smoke  or  grit  has  been  observed  a verbal  notice 
has  been  sufficient  to  effect  improvement.  At  odd  times 
complaints  have  been  received  as  to  fumes  from  the  cupola  of 
a small  foundry,  but  here  again  the  nuisance  has  been  abated 
without  formal  action  being  taken. 
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29.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  answering  to  the 
technical  description  of  “ Houses  Let  in  Lodgings.”  There  is 
now  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  ” in  occupation  which 
is  well  kept  and  carefully  managed.  There  are  now  no  under- 
ground sleeping  rooms  in  this  district.  With  regard  to  Tents, 
Vans  and  Sheds,”  periodic  visits  of  travelling  shows  and  vendors 
of  miscellaneous  goods  are  noted  and  Hine’s  Meadow  where 
they  usually  settle  is  visited  regularly  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspeetor.  A permanent  water  supply  (stand  pipe)  has  been 
erected  while  a public  convenience  immediately  adjoins  the 
meadow.  All  reasonable  precautions  are  taken  to  keep  the 
site  free  from  nuisance. 

The  only  ''  Offensive  Trades  ” carried  on  in  the  Borough 
are  those  of  Fish  Fryer  and  Rag  and  Bone  Dealer.  These  two 
trades  together  with  that  of  Gut  Scraper  are  deemed  “ Offensive 
Trades  ” within  the  Borough  in  virtue  of  an  Order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  dated  24th  August,  1914  (see  paragraph 
13).  There  are  6 Fried  Fish  Shops  on  the  Register  and  3 Rag 
and  Bone  Dealers.  The  premises  concerned  are  well  managed 
and  are  frequently  subjected  to  inspection.  Minor  nuisances 
occasionally  occur  and  are  dealt  with  verbally  (see  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report,  paragraph  27).  Hop-pickers  and  such 
like  do  not  visit  this  neighbourhood. 

30.  OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

So  far  as  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  is  concerned  the 
Sanitary  conditions  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  Report 
are  well  in  hand  and  the  various  improvements  and  extensions 
rendered  necessary  by  the  growth  of  the  population  are  being 

it  may  be  remarked  that  the 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  dead  are  quite  adequate 
and  satisfactory. 

31.  SCHOOLS. 

I here  are  five  elementary  schools  in  the  Borough  compris- 
ing eleven  departments  and  providing  a total  of  2,756  places. 
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The  actual  number  of  children  on  the  registers  is  1937  and  the 
average  attendance  for  the  year  1930  is  1801.  These  schools 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Maidenhead  Education  Committee 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  School  Medical 
Officer.  A general  review  of  the  equipment  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  schools  is  given  in  the  School  Report  for  1930. 
In  brief  it  may  be  mentioned  that  although  the  school  buildings 
vary  greatly  in  type  the  older  premises  have  been  adapted  as 
far  as  possible  to  meet  the  modern  requirements.  One 
exception  may  be  mentioned,  namely  the  building  rented  for 
use  as  an  Infants’  School  by  the  Local  Authority,  which  is 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose  from  many  points  of  view.  Its  use, 
however,  will  be  discontinued  when  the  new  Council  School  is 
built,  the  plan  for  which  has  recently  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  water  supply  in  all  cases  is  from  the 
public  mains  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  on  the  whole 
satisfactory,  but  facilities  for  washing  and  drinking  and  cloak 
room  accommodation  in  certain  of  the  Schools  are  somewhat 
primitive  and  unsuitable. 

With  regard  to  the  Health  of  the  scholars  the  Board’s 
Schedule  of  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  assisted  by  two  School  Nurses  and  there  is  a 
full  complement  of  School  Clinics  (see  paragraph  20)  and  part- 
time  specialist  officers.  There  was  no  occasion  during  1930 
to  close  any  of  the  schools  on  account  of  prevalence  of  infectious 
disease  and  individual  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  acting  as  School  Medical  Officer. 

32.  RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  District  where  rag  flock  is 
manufactured  but  there  are  eight  where  it  is  used  or  sold. 
Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  and  no 
occasion  for  complaint  has  arisen.  It  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  samples  as  the  flock  used  has  been  bought 
from  the  manufacturers  under  warranty.

33b.  housing  conditions. 

1.  The  standard  of  houses  (excepting  Saunders  Square  and 
Tyrrells  Buildings  scheduled  as  Clearance  Areas)  may  be 
termed  good.  The  types  varying  from  the  three  bedroom, 
parlour  and  living  room  and  scullery  to  the  two  bedroom, 
living  room  and  scullery  type.  A fair  number  of  old  houses 
in  a good  state  of  repair  are  in  use  in  the  North  Town,  Market 
Street,  Bridge  Street,  Bridge  Road  and  Westborough  Road 
areas  but  the  bulk  of  the  houses  occupied  are  of  the  more 
modern  type  varying  from  30-50  years  of  age.  These  are, 
generally  speaking,  of  a sound  type.  The  general  defects  met 
with  as  a result  of  overcrowding  are  : defective  plastering 
of  the  interior  walls  ; dirtiness  of  the  walls,  ceilings  and  paint- 
work and  lack  of  general  cleansing  of  the  floors,  furniture,  etc. 

2.  There  is  still  a shortage  of  houses  available  at  a 
moderate  rent  and  the  Council  are  taking  reasonable  steps  to 
cope  with  the  demand.  They  have  already  erected  261  houses 
and  another  60  are  contemplated.  As  the  town  is  of  a residential 
character  and  no  industries  of  any  magnitude  are  established 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  great  change  will  take  place  in 
the  population.  The  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  however, 
that  owing  to  the  extensive  development  of  Slough,  six  miles 
away,  and  the  proximity  of  London,  twenty-six  miles  away, 
together  with  the  increased  facilities  for  travelling  tend  to 
make  Maidenhead  a bedroom  ” town  for  those  who  desire 
to  sleep  away  from  their  place  of  occupation. 
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There  are  few,  if  any,  building  sites  of  any  size  suitable  for 
persons  of  the  working  class  within  the  Borough  boundary. 
This  difficulty  can  only  be  overcome  by  an  extension  of  the 
Borough. 

3.  Overcrowding  does  not  occur  on  any  large  scale. 
There  are  occasional  instances  of  technical  overcrow'ding  i.e.  less 
than  300  cu.  ft.  per  adult  or  two  children,  due  chiefly  to  the 
fact  that  the  family  has  outgrown  the  limits  of  the  house 
originally  occupied.  As  these  large  families  usually  occur  in 
households  where  the  income  is  limited  there  is  a difficulty  in 
paying  the  rent  of  a de-controlled  ” house. 

Where  the  overcrowding  occurs  in  houses  occupied  by  two 
families,  application  is  made  for  their  acceptance  as  tenants 
at  the  next  allotment  of  Council  Houses. 

4.  No  outstanding  difficulty  has  been  found  in  dealing 
with  property  either  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  Section 
3 of  the  Housing  Act,  1925.  By  far  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  is  accomplished  after  informal  notice  and  only  in  excep- 
tional cases  does  the  matter  have  to  be  reported  to  the  Local 
Authority,  and  is  complied  with  without  resort  to  legal  pro- 
ceedings or  direct  action  by  the  Council.  This  result  is  largely 
due  to  the  systematic  following  up  of  Notices  served  and 
personal  interview  with  the  Owners. 

The  nature  and  disposition  of  the  property  coming  within 
the  scope  of  the  Housing  Acts  does  not  lend  itself  to  special 
schemes  or  programmes  of  repair.  It  is  found  more  practicable 
to  deal  with  the  property  individually. 

There  are  322  Houses  which  have  not  an  internal  water 
supply  and  of  these  174  have  supplies  common  to  2 or  more 
houses.  In  one  instance  only,  e.g.  where  there  are  3 water- 
closets  supplying  5 cottages  (with  a total  of  8 inmates),  is  there 
common  water-closet  accommodation.  All  are  within  their 
own  curtilage. 
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5.  Two  areas  in  close  proximity  in  the  centre  of  the  Town, 
namely  Saunders  Square  and  Tyrrells  Buildings,  have  been 
scheduled  as  Clearance  Areas  and  representation  was  made  to 
the  Health  Committee  in  October  requesting  that  the  former 
Area,  consisting  of  8 houses,  be  declared  a Clearance  Area. 
This  was  agreed  to  and  approved  by  the  Council  and  the 
necessary  formalities  are  being  proceeded  with. 

No  Bylaws  are  in  force  in  this  District  relating  to  houses 
let  in  Lodgings  and  little  or  no  difficulty  is  experienced  with 
regard  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds,  etc.  Contraventions  dis- 
covered are  dealt  with  either  under  the  Bylaws  made  in 
September,  1905,  or  as  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  etc. 

As  previously  mentioned  little  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
housing  administration  as  every  effort  is  made  by  personal 
interview  with  Owners  to  carry  out  the  work  on  a voluntary 
basis. 


PART  V. 

INSPECTION  i^ND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

34.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  in  this  area  is  from  farms  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood,  but  there  are  two  wholesale 
producers  and  four  retail  producers  within  the  Borough. 
Their  premises  are  maintained  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 
Two  large  dairies  equipped  with  the  latest  plants  for  cleansing, 
cooling  and  bottling  milk  are  the  chief  distributors  and  both 
are  local  distributors  for  Certified  Milk  ” and  one  for  Grade 
A.  (T.T.)  as  well.  Details  of  inspections,  samples  taken  and 
results  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  (paragraph 
27). 

35.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  on  the  Register  62  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  sold  for  human  consumption  and  these  are  ffe- 
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quently  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  are  eight 
private  slaughter-houses  of  which  two  are  licensed  and  six 
registered.  All  are  kept  under  close  supervision  and,  as  a 
matter  of  routine  practice,  a circular  letter  is  sent  every 
quarter  to  the  occupiers  reminding  them  of  the  principal 
requirements  of  the  Bylaws,  particularly  with  regard  to 
periodic  cleansing  and  lime  washing.  By  frequent  interviews 
and  tactful  persuasion  the  butchers  have  been  prevailed  upon 
to  discontinue  the  practice  of  exposing  meat  outside  the  shop 
and  to  restrain  customers  from  unneccessary  handling  of  the 
joints  etc.  exposed  on  the  counter,  a suitably  worded  card 
supplied  by  the  Health  Department  being  used  as  a reminder. 
Nearly  all  of  them  have  had  refrigerating  plants  installed  and 
meat  is  kept  in  the  cool  chamber  ” during  hot  weather. 
A notice  to  that  effect  prominently  displayed  in  the  shop  acts 
as  an  attractive  advertisement.  The  fried-fish  shops,  of  which 
there  are  six,  are  well  kept  and  tidy,  and  in  all  cases  the 
inevitable  smell  when  frying  is  actually  in  progress  is  main- 
tained within  reasonable  limits  by  the  use  of  modern  apparatus. 
Details  of  inspections  etc.  under  this  heading  will  be  found  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  (paragraph  27). 

36.  ADULTERATION  AND  UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  Town  Council  not  being  a “ Food  and  Drugs  Authority  ” 
only  unofficial  samples  are  taken  by  their  officer  but  official 
samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Police  (see  para- 
graph 12).  Unsound  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  recorded  in  his  report  (paragraph  27). 

37.  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

39.  GENERAL. 

No  case  of  Small-iiox  has  occurred  in  Maidenhead  since 
1928  when  there  was  a limited  outbreak  of  7 cases  in  connection 
with  the  Poor  Law^  Institution,  no  occasion  has  therefore  arisen 
for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  act  as  Vaccination  Officer 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations 
of  1917.  Encephalitis  lethargica  has  also  been  absent  during 
the  past  five  years,  with  the  exception  of  2 cases  in  1929  and  1 
in  1926,  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  such  rarer  diseases  as 
Undulant  Fever,  Psittacosis  (Parrot  disease).  Epidemic 
Jaundice  or  Anthrax  contracted  localty.  Influenza  w^as  much 
less  prevalent  in  1930  than  in  the  previous  year  as  will  be  seen 
from  paragraph  5.  Rheumatic  Fever  usually  accounts  for 
two  or  three  deaths  during  the  year  (in  1930  there  v/as  only 
one)  but  there  is  no  undue  prevalence  of  this  disease  although 
the  Thames  Valley  has  the  undeserved  reputation  of  being 
favourable  for  the  propagation  of  this  and  allied  ailments. 
Cancer  again  shows  a tendency  to  account  for  an  increased 
number  of  deaths,  there  being  a record  number  of  37  deaths 
during  1930  attributable  to  this  cause.  Apart  from  the 
facilities  offered  by  local  hospitals  no  special  action  has  been 
undertaken  in  regard  to  the  diseases  mentioned.  The  only 
infectious  diseases  that  showed  more  than  usual  prevalence 
during  1930  were  Scarlet  Fever  (30  cases)  and  Diphtheria 
(26  cases)  which  represent  a case  rate  of  1.69  and  1.46  per 
1000  population  respectively  as  against  corresponding  rates 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  of  2.76  and  1.84  (see 
Infectious  Diseases,  Case  Rate  Table  in  Appendix).  In  view 
of  these  comparative  figures  and  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  the  cases  were  single  and  isolated  as  regards  time  of  occurrence 
and  locality  with  the  exception  of  three  family  ” outbreaks 

of  Diphtheria,  the  position  need  not  be  regarded  as  unsatis- 
factory. 
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The  accommodation  provided  by  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital  proved  adequate  for  all  demands  made  upon  it  (see 
paragraph  14)  and  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to 
undertake  special  methods  of  treatment,  selection  of  cases  for 
admission  or  the  application  of  Schick  and  Dick  tests  generally. 
The  arrangements  for  examination  of  pathological  and 
bacteriological  specimens  have  already  been  described  in 
paragraph  12.  Free  supply  of  antitoxin  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  as  practically 
every  case  is  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  immediately 
it  is  diagnosed,  no  demand  is  made  for  it.  Tables  I and  II 
below  show  the  notifications  for  the  year  1930  together  with 
the  corresponding  figures  for  the  past  five  years.

40.  CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION. 

No  application  has  been  received  for  personal  cleansing, 
but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has,  during  the  course  of  his  routine 
inspections,  dealt  with  25  Verminous  houses.  The  method 
adopted  is  to  request  the  tenant  to  strip  off  all  pajier  from  the 
walls  of  the  infested  room  or  rooms,  have  the  bedding,  and 
where  necessary  the  clothing,  taken  to  the  disinfecting  station 
and  whilst  this  is  being  dealt  with,  the  room  is  sprayed  with 
Vermicine  or  other  insecticide.  In  the  case  of  old  and  infirm 
persons  arrangements  are  made  with  the  Relieving  Officer  for 
their  removal  tD  the  Poor  Law  Institution  where  they  are  dealt 
with  by  the  staff  of  that  Institution  and  whilst  they  are  away 
the  disinfecting  of  the  house  is  dealt  with  (in  co-operation  with 
the  Owner)  in  the  manner  above  referred  to. 

Where  premises  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  immediately 
on  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  house 
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is  either  sprayed  with  Formic  Aldehyde  or  fumigated  with 
Formic -Aldehyde  Vapour  lamps.  This  is  undertaken  by  the 
Health  Department  staff  and  if  found  necessary  the  room  is 
subsequently  cleansed  (whitewashed  and  re-papered).  The 
tenant  is  also  supplied  with  soap  and  disinfectant  to  encourage 

t 

the  scrubbing  of  the  floor  and  paintwork  etc.  When  the 
bedding  cannot  be  effectually  dealt  with  at  the  house  it  is 
removed  to  the  Disinfecting  Station.  The  work  in  connection 
with  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  is  dealt  with  fully  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  and  the  methods  employed  are 
those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  Owing  to  the  mildness  of  the  season  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  suppressing  of  Mos- 
quitoes etc.,  but  during  previous  years,  the  Canal  Cut,  Surface 
water  reservoir  Boyne  Valley  and  the  Moor  Stream  were 
sprayed  with  a suitable  insecticide  with  beneflcial  results,  a 
Mackenzie  Spray  is  used  for  the  purpose. 

41.  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
from  the  previous  year  which  was  sent  by  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee to  a London  Hospital  for  special  treatment  no  occasion 
has  arisen  for  action  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1925  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to 
the  eyes.

5.  DEATHS. 

The  net  number  of  Deaths  attributed  to  the  district  for 
1930  is  84,  which  gives  a Death  Rate  of  11.52  per  1000  of 
estimated  population.

There  are  three  midwives  in  practice  in  the  Borough, 
namely  Nurse  Sanderoff,  Nurse  Saunders  and  Nurse  Talbot. 
There  are  no  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Authority  for 
the  employment  of,  or  subsidy  paid  to,  the  midwives. 

10.  NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE.

14.  HOSPITALS. 

There  is  no  hospital  situated  in  the  Borough. 

For  Small-pox  the  Local  Authority  is  part  owner  with  the 
Wokingham  Rural  District  Council  of  the  nucleus  small-pox 
hospital  at  Barkham  Common.  For  Infectious  Diseases  such 
as  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  the  Local  Authority  has  a 
standing  contract  with  the  Corporation  of  Maidenhead  for  the 
admission  of  such  cases  on  payment  of  an  agreed  fee  to  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead  (see  Maidenhead 
Section,  paragraph  14). 

For  General  Cases,  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital  is  chiefly 
used,  and  very  occasionally  cases  are  sent  to  other  Hospitals, 
e.g.  in  London. 

These  services  have  so  far  proved  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  District. 
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15.  MATERNITY  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  is  a small  private  nursing  home  at  50,  Gipsy  Lane 
(Nurse  Saunders)  which  takes  in  maternity  cases  also  another 
at  Winfield,  Oxford  Road. 

16.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Investigation  is  conducted  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 
There  were  no  cases  during  the  past  year. 

17.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Apart  from  the  Poor  Law  Institution  in  Barkham  Road 
there  is  no  special  provision  for  these  cases.  The  Murray 
Home  (Poor  Law)  in  Oxford  Road  receives  orphan  and 
deserted  children. 

18.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MENTAL 

DEFECTIVES. 

This  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council.  The 
former  Poor  Law  Infirmary  at  Easthampstead  has  been  trans- 
formed into  a Mental  Institute  for  Males,  and  the  corresponding 
Institution  at  Bradfield  has  been  similar!}-  adapted  for  fempdes. 

19.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  is  no  local  ambulance,  but  the  Red  Cross  Ambulance 
at  Reading  (7  miles)  is  available  for  use  in  the  Borough  of 
Wokingham.  The  Ambulance  belonging  to  the  Hospital  to 
which  the  patient  is  to  be  transported  is  generally  used,  e.g. 
infectious  cases,  the  Maidenhead  Borough  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance  and  for  general  cases,  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital 
Ambulance,  Reading.  These  services  are  quite  adequate. 
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20.  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Clinics  etc.  held  locally  include  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  held  at  the  Memorial  Hall  in  Denmark 
Street.  The  Orthopaedic  Clinic — a branch  of  the  Wingfield 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oxford — held  weekly  at  the  Memorial 
Hall,  Denmark  Street — both  these  Clinics  are  voluntary.  Also 
a periodical  Eye  Clinic  held  at  Westcott  Road,  County  Council 
School  and  a Dental  Clinic  at  the  Memorial  Hall.  Both  these 
are  organised  by  the  Berks  County  Education  Authority  for 
school  children.  In  addition,  there  is  the  monthly  County 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  held  at  the  Town  Hall  (see  also  list  in 
Preface). 


21.  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929.

PART  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  town  is  served  by  the  mains  of  the 
Wokingham  Water  Company — a private  company  having 
their  works  at  Toutley  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough. 
Previous  to  extension  in  1927  there  were  a few  private  wells 
that  have  been  in  existence  “ from  time  immemorial  ” and 
during  the  past  year  six  samples  have  been  taken  of  these  for 
analysis,  all  of  which  proved  good  except  one.  With  the 
extension  of  the  Borough  the  number  of  houses  supplied  by 
private  wells  have  been  increased  to  nearly  200  (see  paragraph 
on  Housing  Conditions  33b.  No  important  extension  of  the 
mains,  except  to  new  houses,  has  been  made  during  1930, 
but  a new  Bore  has  been  made  at  the  Toutley  works  to  supple- 
ment the  supply  and  an  additional  reservoir  built  at  Coppid 
Beech  Hill  outside  the  Borough. 
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23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  local  stream  is  the  Embrook  which  receives  the 
effluent  from  the  Sewage  works.  It  is  closely  watched  by  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  as  no 
adverse  report  has  been  received  from  the  many  samples  taken 
it  may  be  assumed  that  no  pollution  occurs. 

24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Surface  water  from  the  streets  is  collected  separately 
and  discharged  mainly  near  the  Bucks  Copse  sewage  works 
where  it  is  treated.  The  ''  added  ” portion  of  the  Borough  (see 
Preface  on  ‘'Constitution  of  Districts”)  is  mainly  rural  in 
nature  and  the  surface  water  from  the  roads  is  drained  to  soak- 
aways  on  roadside  waste  or  into  ditches. 

Formerly  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  was  dealt  with  in 
two  sections,  a Northern  section  taking  about  one-third  and 
being  treated  at  the  works  near  Ashridge  Farm,  just  outside 
the  boundary  at  that  time,  and  a Southern  section  taking  the 
remainder  to  the  principal  works  at  Bucks  Copse  in  the  South 
West  corner  of  the  Borough.  The  sewage  arrived  at  the  Works 
by  gravitation,  being  helped  on  the  way  by  three  pneumatic 
ejectors.  The  treatment  was  by  screening,  sedimentation, 
flow  through  rotary  sprinklers  at  Bucks  Copse  and  contact 
beds  at  Ashridge  and  final  treatment  in  Humus  Tank  and  on 
underdrained  land  respectively.  In  consequence  of  the 
considerable  additions  to  the  Borough  in  1927  it  became 
necessary  to  re-cast  the  whole  of  the  sewage  system.  Upon 
resolution  of  the  Council  this  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  C.  W. 
Marks  (Borough  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector)  and  in 
1929  the  scheme  involving  an  expenditure  of  close  on  £72,000 
was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  ranked  for 
Unemployment  Grant  upon  the  usual  conditions.  The  scheme 
Xirovides  for  the  sewering  of  the  greater  xiortion  of  the  extended 
district.  This  involves  the  xirovision  of  some  15  miles  of  sewers 
together  with  a Pumxiing  Station  (electric  xiower)  rexilacing  the 
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three  former  ejectors.  The  disposal  works  have  been  entirely 
re-constructed  and  enlarged  on  the  Ashridge  site  (now  within 
the  Borough  boundary)  so  as  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  the 
sewage.  At  the  date  of  this  Report  the  laying  of  the  sewers 
has  almost  been  finished  and  the  work  of  connection  is  pro- 
ceeding apace. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Previous  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough  in  1927  the  whole 
of  the  area  was  served  by  water  carriage  system  with  about  a 
dozen  earth  (pail)  closets  and  a half-a-dozen  cesspools  in 
isolated  sites  where  connection  with  the  sewer  was  not  practic- 
able. With  the  inclusion  of  the  adjoining  rural  area  the  number 
of  cesspools  was  increased  to  about  200.  .The  position  at  the 
end  of  1930  was  1,613  houses  with  water-closets  and  330  with 
earth  (pail)  closets,  the  latter  being  gradually  replaced  by 
water-closets  as  the  work  of  sewering  proceeds. 

26.  SCAVENGING. 

Wet  scavenging  previous  to  1927  was  not  required,  but 
on  the  acquisition  of  the  ‘‘  rural  territory  ” and  pending  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  a Motor  Vacuum  Tank  of 
850  gallons  capacity  fitted  with  the  necessary  appliances  was 
purchased  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools.  The 
contents  are  discharged  into  a convenient  man-hole  and, 
mixing  with  the  rest  of  the  sewerage,  treated  at  the  Outfall 
Works. 

Dry  scavenging  has  been  in  practice  for  many  years,  and  a 
regular  weekly  collection  maintained  through  the  whole  area. 
Collection  is  efiected  by  two  horse-drawn,  four-wheeled  vehicles 
constructed  for  the  purpose  with  suitable  covers  and  tipping 
appliance.  The  refuse  is  conveyed  into  the  Bucks  Copse 
Sewerage  Works  where  it  is  sorted  and  the  residue  destroyed 
by  burning.

All  these  premises  were  regularly  inspected  and'  were 
found  to  be,  in  the  main,  well  conducted. 

The  carcases  of  two  sows  and  one  cow’s  liver  were  sur- 
rendered and  destroyed. 

No  food  was  seized  formally  during  the  year  but  two  car- 
cases (sow’s)  and  a liver  (cow’s)  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  held  an  enquiry  on  April  26th, 
1929  into  an  application  for  a loan  of  £54,000  O5.  Od.  for  works 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  the  scheme  being  afterwards 
extended  on  the  suggestions  of  the  Ministry  and  a loan  even- 
tually sanctioned  of  £71,885  Os.  Od.  in  October,  1929.

33b.  housing  conditions. 

(1)  General  Observations. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  is  good  with  plenty  of 
space  at  the  rear  of  the  houses  and  gardens  generally.  There 
are  a considerable  number  of  very  old  houses  (half-timbered) 
in  certain  parts  of  the  town  and  generally  speaking  they  are 
roomy  and  sound  although  irregular  as  to  floor  levels  and*  ceiling 
heights.  The  usual  defects  are  : — leaking  roofs  (old  tiles  dis- 
lodged), decayed  floors  (dry  rot  from  want  of  ventilation), 
perished  plaster  on  the  walls,  cracked  ceilings  and  defective 
guttering. 
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(2)  Sufficiency. 

There  is  no  ‘‘  House  to  Let  ” in  the  Borough,  but  on  the 
other  hand  there  is  no  acute  shortage  as  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  accommodation  has  been  found  during  the  year  for  upwards 
of  150  men  imported  from  distressed  areas  for  work  on  the 
sewer  laying.  There  is  no  great  movement  of  population  and 
that  largely  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  applications  for 
house  accommodation.  At  the  present  time  private  enter- 
prise appears  to  be  able  to  meet  the  requirements. 

(3)  Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  in  the  technical  sense  hardly  exists.  There 
are  one  or  two  instances  of  a large  family  in  a small  house  with 
insufficient  room  for  separation  of  sexes  and  married  and  single 
inmates. 

(4)  Repairs. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  necessary 
repairs  done,  although  in  some  cases  e.g.  when  the  owner  is  a 
person  of  slender  means,  considerable  leniency  has  to  be  shown 
in  regard  to  time  allowed.  The  position  with  regard  to  Water 
Supply  is  as  follows 

Houses  with  water  laid  on  number  1,757  of  which  46  have 
a supply  common  to  2 or  more  houses. 

There  are  188  houses  (mostly  in  the  added  area)  for  which 
the  water  supply  is  a well  although  in  most  cases  a 
public  supply  could  be  obtained  at  a reasonable  cost.

Of  the  19  producers  of  milk  one  is  licensed  for  Grade  A 
(T.T.)  milk  and  of  the  7 registered  for  the  sale  of  milk  one  is 
licensed  for  Grade  A (T.T.).  The  premises  concerned  are 
frequently  inspected.  At  certain  of  the  farms  there  is  room 
for  considerable  improvement,  but  owing  to  the  nature  and 
arrangement  of  the  out-buildings  full  effect  cannot  be  given 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  without 
extensive  structural  alterations.  The  Retail  premises  are  well 
kept  and  cleanly,  one  of  these  where  Grade  A (T.T.)  is  sold  has 
recently  been  entirely  reconstructed. 


35.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  4 registered  Slaughter  houses  in  the  District  of 
which  only  3 are  in  regular  use.  There  are  two  licenced 
Slaughter  houses  but  little  used,  there  being  an  increasing 
tendency  to  obtain  meat  from  the  Reading  Abbatoir.  There 
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are  seven  butchers’  shops  and  ten  bakehouses  in  the  Borough, 
none  of  which  call  for  special  comment.  (See  also  • Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report  (paragraph  27).)

PART  VI. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 

39.  GENERAL. 

For  this  district  so  far  as  1930  is  concerned  there  is  very 
little  to  say  in  regard  to  infectious  disease.  One  case  of 
Diphtheria  (non-clinical)  was  discovered  at  the  Poor  Law 
Institution  ; three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and  as 
satisfactory  accommodation  could  be  provided  at  home  they 
were  not  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  four  new  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  These  comprise  the  whole  list  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  for  the  year. 

There  was  one  death  from  Influenza  as  against  d 4 in  the 
previous  year  and  16  from  Cancer  as  against  21  in  1929.  None 
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of  the  various  other  diseases  calling  for  special  comment 
occurred  at  all.  For  purposes  of  comparison  the  following 
figures  are  taken  from  the  various  statistical  tables  : — Case 
rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  Scarlet  Fever,  0.41  ; 
whole  country,  2.76.  For  Diphtheria,  0.14  ; whole  country, 
1.04,  the  rest  of  the  causes  being  Nil.  For  Cancer  the  death 
rate  (1930)  is  2.19  as  compared  with  a ten-year  average  of  2.39. 
In  common  with  the  other  districts  in  the  combination, 
Wokingham  Borough  has  the  same  facilities  for  the  examination 
of  swabs  etc.  (see  paragraph  12)  and  for  removal  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  to  the  Isolation  .Hospital  at 
Maidenhead  (see  paragraph  14,  Maidenhead  Section). 

In  conjunction  with  Wokingham  Rural  District  nucleus 
of  a Small-pox  hospital  is  maintained  at  Barkham  Moor  but 
it  has  not  been  used  for  many  years.  On  the  last  occasion 
(1923)  when  3 cases  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  one  family  it 
was  found  more  practicable  to  turn  the  infected  house  into  a 
temporary  hospital  and  deal  with  the  cases  at  home.  As 
there  was  no  subsequent  spread,  this  method  proved  quite 
efficacious.  In  view  of  the  circumstances  described  it  does 
not  appear  necessary  to  adopt  in  this  area  any  of  the  special 
measures  and  methods  mentioned  in  the  schedule. 

The  two  following  tables  give  the  statistics  relating  to  the 
notifiable  diseases  and  a list  showing  the  incidence  of  disease 
in  schools  is  appended.

The  net  number  of  Births  attributed  to  the  district  for 
1930  is  232  of  which  17  or  7.32  per  cent,  are  illegitimate,  for 
the  previous  year  the  corresponding  figures  were  222  total 
births  of  which  8.11  per  cent,  or  18  were  illegitimate. 
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The  Birth  Rate  for  1930  works  out  at  15.28  as  against 
14.68  in  the  previous  year  and  a ten-year  average  of  15.33.

5.  DEATHS. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  (see  table  below)  attributed  to 
this  district  for  1930  is  165,  made  up  of  92  males  and  73  females. 
Upon  the  estimated  population  this  gives  a Death  Rate  of  10.87 
per  1,000.  In  the  previous  year  the  net  deaths  numbered  225 
and  the  Death  Rate  was  then  14.88,  while  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years  is  10.97.

6.  INFANT  MORTALITY.

There  were  ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
as  compared  with  eleven  in  the  previous  year.  This  number 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  43.10  per  1,000  live  births, 
the  corresponding  rate  for  1929  being  54.05,  while  the  average 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  is  52.60.  There  is  a considerable 
difference  between  the  mortality  rate  for  legitimate  and 
illegitimate  infants  ; thus  out  of  215  births  in  the  former  class 
8 died,  giving  a rate  of  37.21  per  1,000,  while  in  the  latter  class, 
2 deaths  out  of  17  births  gives  a rate  of  117.65  per  1,000. 

‘ In  addition  there  were  5 still  births  of  which  1 was  illegitimate, 
the  rate  per  1,000  total  births  (237)  being  21.1.

14.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  this  district.  The  hospital  mostly 
used  by  the  inhabitants  is  the  Maidenhead  Hospital  (see 
paragraph  14  Maidenhead  Section)  and  occasionally  those  in 
Windsor,  Reading  and  London. 

Infectious  cases  (Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria)  are 
removed  when  necessary  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  in 
Maidenhead  in  virtue  of  the  agreement  between  the  District 
Council  and  the  Corporation  of  Maidenhead. 

Good  use  is  made  of  these  hospitals  and  the  provision  is 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  none  of  these  in  the  district  recourse  being  had 
to  those  in  Maidenhead  which  is  within  easy  reach.  Other

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  this  district  is  covered  by  mains  of  the 
Maidenhead  Water  Company,  with  the  exception  of  a small 
portion  of  the  parish  of  Bisham,  which  is  supplied  by  the 
Marlow  Water  Company.  The  number  of  connections  to  date

New  houses  are  almost  invariably  supplied  with  Company’s 

Water  the  principal  exception  being  the  houses  in  the  Strand 
Castle  Building  Estate  (parish  of  Cookham)  which  are  supplied 
by  a private  tube  well  some  60  feet  deep  on  the  Estate.  The 
older  cottages  supplied  by  private  wells  are  connected  up  with 
the  public  mains  as  soon  as  good  grounds  for  the  alteration  are 
discovered.  Only  one  occasion  arose  during  the  past  year  for 
taking  a sample  from  a private  well  which  upon  analysis  proved 
to  be  good. 
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23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  flowing  through  this  district  are  the 
Thames  and  an  artificial  tributary  known  as  “ The  Cut  ” The 
latter  is  greatly  in  need  of  re-conditioning  and  although  the 
matter  is  frequently  discussed  at  local  Council  meetings  no 
action  has  been  taken  owing  to  technical  and  legal  difficulties 
in  the  way.  Pollution  does  not  occur  as  both  are  under  close 
supervision  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board. 


24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Surface  water  drainage  other  than  that  provided  by  road- 
side channels  and  ditches  is  not  required.  Some  of  these  ditches 
require  cleansing  and  re-shaping,  especially  the  Moor  Stream 
in  the  village  of  Cookham. 

There  are  no  sewers  in  this  District  although  the  question 
of  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Bray  and  Cookham  has 
been  mooted  from  time  to  time.  The  Housing  conditions 
obtaining  in  these  two  villages  are  to  all  extents  and  purposes 
of  an  urban  type.  As  the  present  system  of  cesspool  drainage 
does  not  meet  modern  requirements  the  question  is  likely  to 
arise  again  in  a more  acute  form  in  the  near  future. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  the  newer  houses  are  fitted  with  water-closets  draining 
into  cesspools,  and  Earth  Closets  and  Privies  are  now  to  be 
found  only  in  the  older  cottages  in  the  more  remote  parts. 
There  is  no  “ Conversion  ” scheme  in  force  (not  applicable)  but 
no  opportunity  is  lost  in  converting  privies  to  earth-closets  or 
water-closets  when  the  occasion  arises.  The  number  of  water- 
closets  known  to  exist  is  3334,  Earth  Closets  277  and  Privies 
(without  ashpits)  251. 


26.  SCAVENGING. 

Diy  scavenging  (removal  of  house  refuse)  is  carried  out  in 
the  Paiishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham  only,  but  the  extension  of 
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this  service  to  other  parishes  is  greatly  needed.  One  motor 
vehicle — a Dennis  freighter  fitted  with  doors  and  coverings— 
of  6 cubic  yards  capacity  is  used.  Three  men  (driver  and  two 
loaders)  are  employed  on  the  vehicle  and  one  man  at  the  Dump 
in  the  Parish  of  Cookham.  The  method  of  disposal  is  con- 
trolled dumping  ” i.e.  the  refuse  is  sorted,  covered  with  soil  and 
consolidated.  For  further  details  see  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  paragraph  27. 

Wet  Scavenging  or  Cesspool  emptying  is  done  by  the 
Council’s  apparatus  and  employees.  The  former  consists  of 
three  motor  vacuum  tanks,  two  of  1,000  gallons  capacity  and 
one  of  500  gallons.  Two  men  are  employed  on  each  machine 
and  one  at  each  of  the  two  dumps.  One  dump  is  situated  in 
the  Parish  of  Bray  and  is  4 acres  in  extent  of  which  1 J are  in 
use,  the  other  in  the  Parish  of  Cookham  is  2 acres  in  extent, 
the  whole  of  which  is  used.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  broad 
irrigation  (ridges  and  ditches).  Cesspool  emptying  is  done  only 
in  the  Parishes  of  Bray  and  Cookham  where  there  are  2,230 
cesspools  to  be  dealt  with.  In  other  parishes  emptying  is  done 
on  request  when  a machine  is  available,  not  often  now-a-days, 
at  a private  charge  averaging  £3  per  load  of  1000  gallons.  The 
extension  of  a publie  service  to  other  parishes  is  urgently  needed. 

Details  of  this  work  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  paragraph  27). 

27.  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.

During  the  past  year,  1,853  visits  were  made  in  connection 
with  my  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  160  in  connection  with 
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Dry  Scavenging,  287  in  connection  with  Wet  Scavenging,  135 
in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  321  in  connection  with 
my  duties  as  Surveyor  under  the  Building  Byelaws.  There 
was  no  need  to  go  beyond  verbal  and  written  requests  to  get 
nuisances  abated.  18  Statutory  notices  were  served  under  the 
Housing  Act  1925  and  16  com^ilied  with,  also  14  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  six  registered  and  one  licensed  slaughter  houses 
in  the  district  which  were  frequently  inspected  and  found  to  be 
kept  in  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  and  condition.  The 
following  animals  were  inspected  during  time  of  slaughter  and 
found  to  be  in  a sound  and  healthy  condition,  with  the  exception 
of  one  carcase  of  Beef  which  was  badly  affected  with  Tuber- 
culosis and  which  was  removed  for  destruction,  together  with 
the  head  and  internal  organs.  One  heart  affected  with 
Uyocarditis  and  13  livers  affected  with  ‘‘  Flukes  ” were  destroyed. 
The  carcases  of  119  oxen  and  cows,  32  calves,  178  sheep  and 
45  pigs  were  examined. 

13  pigs  were  inspected  on  private  premises  all  of  which 
were  found  to  be  in  a healthy  condition.

74  Dairy  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  during  the 
year  and  were  found  kept  in  a satisfactorv  condition  with  the 
exception  of  three  Cowsheds,  one  at  a farm  in  Cookham  Parish, 
one  in  M^altham  St.  Lawrence  and  one  in  Bray  Parish,  which 
needed  limewashing  and  which  were  limewashed  without  delay. 
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One  large  cowshed  at  a farm  in  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  was 
paved  and  channelled  with  impervious  material  during  the 
year.  In  the  month  of  July  a complaint  was  received  regarding 
the  milk  supply  at  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Waltham  St. 
Lawrence.  The  farm  was  visited  and  the  milk  examined,  the 
cream  of  which  was  found  to  be  in  a glutinous  condition.  As 
the  cause  of  the  trouble  could  not  be  traced  to  any  sanitary 
conditions,  the  Dairyman  was  advised  to  communicate  with 
the  Dairy  Department  of  the  Reading  University  on  the  matter 
and  upon  further  investigation  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  the 
cows  consuming  an  undesirable  herb  which  grew  in  the  pasture. 
Subsequently  the  weed  was  removed  from  the  land  and  the 
trouble  ended.

HOUSING. 

421  dwelling  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  53  of 
which  were  cleansed  and  repaired.  18  Statutory  notices  were 
served  under  the  Housing  Act,  1925  during  the  year  and  16 
complied  with.  Two  old  thatched  roof  cottages  were  reported 
to  the  council  for  closing  in  the  parish  of  White  Waltham  as 
being  unfit  for  habitation.  These  two  cottages  were  thoroughly 
repaired  throughout  and  have  since  been  converted  into  one 
cottage.  One  large  house  in  the  parish  of  Bray  (Altwood 
House)  has  been  converted  into  flats  during  the  year.  One  old 
farm  cottage  at  Fifield  in  the  parish  of  Bray  has  been  repaired 
and  reconditioned  throughout.  One  old  cottage  at  Cold 
Harbour,  Shottesbrooke,  which  has  been  unoccupied  for  many 
years  has  been  repaired  and  reconditioned.  One  old  cottage 
on  the  Shurlock  Road,  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  has  been  repaired 
throughout  and  one  barn  at  Hills  Farm,  Waltham  St.  Lawrence, 
has  been  converted  into  a dwelling  house.  One  old  cottage 
(Bradenham)  in  the  parish  of  Bisham  which  needed  cleansing 
and  repairs  is  now  unoccupied.  Two  old  cottages  in  Hurley 
Village  and  two  old  cottages  at  Littlewick  have  been  repaired, 
reconditioned  and  converted  into  single  dwelling  houses. 
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WET  SCAVENGING.

The  cost  of  Cesspool  emptying  during  the  year  1930  is  as 
follows  : — 3,981  Cesspools  w^ere  emptied  and  5,200  loads  (1,000

£2,047  9s.  6d.,  which  works  out  at  £2  11s.  Od.  per  day,  ten 
shillings  and  threepence  (10/3)  per  cesspool — seven  shillings  and 
tenpence  half-penny  (7  / lOj)  per  1,000  gallons.

Cost  of  Council’s  lorry  £409.  A considerable  increase  in  wages 
has  been  made  since  the  year  1913. 

•Since  the  Housing  and  Towm  Planning  Act,  1909  came  into 
force  I have,  from  year  to  year,  made  a systematic  inspection 
of  all  Hamlets  within  the  Rural  District  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  your  Council,  chiefly  with  reference  to  the  methods  of  refuse 
and  sewage  disposal,  and  have  reported  to  the  Council  on  the 
prevailing  conditions. 

In  January,  1913,  a weekly  collection  of  Dry  refuse  was 
inaugurated  with  beneficial  effect,  and  since  much  appreciated 
by  the  inhabitants  in  the  most  congested  areas  of  the  parishes  of 
Bray  and  Cookham.  Since  its  inauguration  the  w^eekly  col- 
lection in  the  two  parishes  has  considerably  been  increased 
yearly  and  fresh  applications  from  areas  not  yet  collected  are 
continually  being  received.  In  May,  1921,  the  work  of 
emptying  cesspools  began  within  the  parishes  of  Bray  and 
Cookham  and  every  year  this  service  also  is  increasing  at  a rajiid 
pace  as  new  areas  are  developed  and  dwellings  erected. 

With  the  exception  of  Bray  and  Cookham  no  scavenging 
arrangements  are  undertaken  in  the  remaining  parishes  in  the 
district. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  and  convenient  means  of  transit 
through  rural  areas  and  other  conditions  unforeseen  a few’  vears 
ago,  developments  have  already  and  are  rapidly  taking  place 
which  behove  Local  Authorities  to  be  on  the  alert  and  to  move 
with  the  times, 
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Within  the  last  few  days  I have  made  an  inspection  of  the 
localities  known  as  Birchetts  Green  and  Heywood  Park. 

Birchetts  Green  : — In  this  hamlet  there  are  42  dwellings 
with  at  least  32  cesspools,  21  earth  closets  and  21  water  closets. 
With  the  exception  of  about  half  a dozen  cottages  which  had 
an  accumulation  of  house  refuse,  the  back  premises  were 
remarkably  free  from  refuse.  Many  varied  answers  were  given 
to  questions  asked  regarding  the  disposal  of  refuse,  but  upon 
inspection  of  roadside  ditches  and  common  land  from  this 
locality  to  Littlewick,  apparently  disposed  of  surreptiously,  a 
large  amount  of  refuse  matter  may  be  found.  Applications 
from  residents  on  the  river  side  at  Bisham  have  been  made  to 
the  Council  for  Dry  and  Wet  scavenging  services.  The  vacuum 
cesspool  emptying  machines  of  the  Council  for  the  parishes  of 
Bray  and  Cookham  have,  upon  written  request,  and  payment, 
emptied  cesspools  in  all  parishes  from  time  to  time.  The 
cesspools  of  the  Council  cottages  at  Littlewick  since  June  16th, 
1928,  to  August  16th,  1930,  have  been  emptied  33  times  at  a 
cost  of  £99.  Had  they  been  rated  for  the  purpose,  based  on 
the  present  cost  per  cesspool,  for  Bray  and  Cookham,  the  cost 
would  have  been  only  £13  and  £86  saved. 

In  the  year  1922,  40  loads  of  refuse  matter  were  removed 
from  ditches  and  common  land  at  Birchetts  Green  and  28  loads 
from  Littlewick,  which  is  in  itself  a warrant  as  to  the  necessity 
of  instituting  scavenging  arrangements  for  these  localities.  Up 
to  the  year  1 924  not  a single  dwelling  was  erected  in  Cannon  Lane 
and  Heywood  Park,  White  Waltham.  To-day  there  are  at  least 
100  dwellings  to  be  seen  with  100  cesspools  and  water  closets. 

Bitter  complaints  have  been  made  and  petitions  sent  to 
the  Council  asking  for  scavenging  arrangements  to  be  made 
but  up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has  been  done.  Very 
serious  consequences  will  arise  if  this  locality  is  not  attended  to 
in  the  near  future.

29.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

In  this  District  there  are  no  “ Houses  Let  in  Lodgings,”  no 
‘‘  Offensive  Trades,”  no  “ Underground  Sleeping  Rooms  ” and 
no  Hop-pickers  Quarters.” 

The  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  ” bvelaws  are  in  force  but 
are  not  often  applied  now-a-days  as  the  District  is  seldom 
visited  by  itinerant  families  living  in  Vans. 

30.  OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

A few  years  ago  a small  Mortuary  was  erected  adjoining 
the  new  cemetery  at  Cookham.  It  is  not  infrequently  used, 
say  four  or  five  times  a year,  and  certainly  serves  its  purjiose 
for  the  decent  laying  out  of  bodies  recovered  from  the  River 
etc.  instead  of  placing  them  in  some  disused  shed.  Water,  gas 
or  electricity  is  not  laid  on  although  jiipes  and  wires  are 
incorporated  in  the  building.  The  lack  of  these  necessaries  is 
keenly  felt  when  an  autopsy  has  to  be  performed  in  the 
Mortuary. 


31.  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  15  public  elementary  schools  in  this  District  all 
under  the  Berks  County  Education  Authority.  No  exception 
can  be  taken  to  their  sanitary  condition.  All  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company. 
The  water-closets  and  sinks  in  the  village  schools  are  drained 
to  cesspools  which  are  emptied  by  the  District  Councils’ 
Vacuum  Tank  in  the  Districts  where  wet  scavenging  is  in  force. 
One  large  school  on  the  outskirts  of  Maidenhead  drains  into 
the  Corporation  Sewer,  by  agreement.  The  others  have  pail 
closets  which  are  emptied  and  cleansed  daily  by  the  Caretaker, 
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With  regard  to  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  etc.  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  See  list  of  ''  Diseases  in  Schools,”  paragraph 
39.

33B.  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

General  Observations. 

1.  Houses  erected  during  the  last  30  years  are  mostly  of 
the  five  room  (3  bedrooms,  parlour,  kitchen  and  scullery)  type  ; 
previously  the  prevalent  types  were  the  four  rooms  and  scullery. 
All  are  erected  singly  or  in  pairs  or  groups.  There  are  no  back 
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to  back  houses  in  this  District.  The  general  soundness  as 
regards  construction  of  dwellings  built  before  the  War  are  by 
far  sujDerior  to  those  built  since  and  this  will  no  doubt  be  felt  in 
years  to  come  when  structural  repairs  are  required.  The 
general  defects  at  present  experienced  are  want  of  Cleanliness, 
Leaky  roofs,  Damp  walls  and  general  dilapidations. 

The  more  serious  dilapidations  are  due  to  want  of  foresight 
in  having  the  minor  defects  remedied  at  the  proper  time.  In 
the  years  immediately  succeeding  the  War,  appropriate  labour 
could  not  be  found  and  the  cost  of  materials  etc.  was  excessive. 
The  usual  result  of  overcrowding,  e.g.  two  families  in  one  house, 
is  neglect  and  disrepair  of  the  parts  held  in  common. 

(а)  There  is  a shortage  of  cottages  at  a rent  sufficiently  low 
to  come  within  the  margin  of  the  wages  of  the  general 
labourer,  say  5 to  6 shillings  per  week.  Old  cottages  are  let 
at  similar  rentals  but  such  leave  very  little  for  repairs  and  the 
owner  is  naturally  unwilling  to  do  more  than  the  barest 
necessities. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  rent  is  correspondingly  raised,  a 
lodger  is  taken  in  to  help  to  pay  the  extra  rent. 

(б)  The  tendency  is  for  people  to  move  into  localities  where 
building  operations  are  active  and  where  urban  amenities, 
such  as  public  water  supply,  sewerage,  or  wet  and  dry 
scavenging,  gas  and  electricity  are  available.  In  this  way 
the  relative  local  shortage  of  houses  is  increased. 

(c).  Large  estates  are  at  present  cut  up  and  land  sold  for 
building  purposes  but  the  Local  Authority  always  finds 
greater  difficulty  in  obtaining  land  than  a private  purchaser. 

2.  I he  standard  taken  is  that  300  cubic  feet  per  adult  (or 
two  children)  and  separate  bedroom  accommodation  for  the 
sexes  and  for  married  and  single  inmates.  There  is  compara- 
tively little  overcrowding  in  this  District,  the  usual  instance  is 
that  of  taking  in  lodgers  with  families.  No  special  action  has 
been  taken  in  this  matter. 
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3.  Repairs  to  Houses  present  no  difficulties  up  to  the 
present  provided  a reasonable  time  according  to  circumstances 
is  given.  When  a Statutory  notice  is  served  it  is  complied  with. 
There  is  no  occasion  for  special  measures  or  schemes  for 
carrying  out  programmes  of  repairs.  The  chief  difficulty  is  with 
the  small  impecunious  owner.  All  cottages  with  the  exception 
of  remote  and  isolated  cottages  and  a few  which  have  well 
waters  are  supplied  with  a Public  supply.  All  cottages  built 
since  1903  have  an  adequate  internal  supply,  previously  built 
have  an  adequate  supply  by  external  stand  pipes  and  a few 
wells.  With  the  exception  of  about  seven,  cottages  have  a 
separate  closet  accommodation  by  way  of  water-closets,  pails 
and  other  earth  Closets. 

4.  There  are  no  unhealthy  areas  but  a few  unsuitable  areas 
so  far  as  Cesspool  drainage  is  concerned. 

5.  There  are  no  byelaws  relating  to  houses  with  the 
exception  of  -New  Building  byelaws.  Byelaws  relating  to 
Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  are  in  force  within  the  District.  With 
the  cheap  second-hand  Motor  Cars  the  tendency  is  to  attach  a 
trailer  van. 

6.  Difficulty  is  experienced  for  want  of  time  to  additional 
duties  other  than  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
properly  to  carry  out  housing  administration. 


PART  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

34.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  80  dairy  farms  in  this  District  of  varying  type 
and  quality.  On  the  whole  they  are  reasonably  well  kept,  but 
several  require  re-construction  of  the  cowsheds  in  order  to 
bring  them  up  to  a modern  standard.  At  one  farm  (Lord 
Astor’s  at  White  Place,  Cookham),  Certified  Milk  is  produced. 
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The  defects  generally  met  with  are  deficient  drainage  and 
neglect  of  lime  washing.  In  many  cases  the  former  cannot  be 
effectively  remedied  without  reconstruction.  All  the  farms 
have  a good  water  supply.  Further  details  are  given  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report,  paragraph  27. 

35.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  seven  slaughter-houses  (6  registered  and  1 
licensed)  in  this  District,  none  of  which  are  model  premises  but 
they  are  kept  reasonably  clean,  and  much  less  local  slaughtering 
takes  place  than  formerly.  The  various  carcases  etc.  volun- 
tarily surrendered  as  unfit  are  listed  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  paragraph  27. 

The  Bakehouses  (12)  are  quite  well  kept  and  show 
considerable  improvement  in  recent  years.  Other  places  where 
food  is  prepared  or  sold  do  not  present  features  calling  for 
special  comment. 

36.  ADULTERATION. 

The  District  Council  not  being  a Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
official  samples  are  not  taken  by  the  Council’s  officers  but  by 
the  Police,  a list  of  these  is  given  in  paragraph  12.

PART  VI. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

39.  GENERAL. 

ISiumericalty  the  chief  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  this 
district  are  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  Of  the  former 
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there  were  41  cases  notified  (some  of  which  were  more  than 
doubtful)  and  of  the  latter  13 — including  several  non-clinical 
cases.  Compared  with  ^^^evious  years  the  notification  of 
Scarlet  Fever  is  nearly  double  that  of  the  annual  average  of  22 
for  the  past  five  years  and  the  case  rate  per  1,000  estimated 
population  works  out  at  2.83,  which,  by  the  way,  is  only 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  rate  of  2.76  for  England 
and  Wales.  About  two-thirds  of  the  cases  occured  during  the 
months  of  March,  April  and  May  and  were  well  distributed  over 
the  District  so  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  nature  of  a local 
outbreak.  Nearly  all  were  single  cases  in  the  family  the  only 
exceptions  being  one  family  with  two  cases  and  one  with  three. 
The  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  is  exactly  the  annual  average 
for  the  past  five  years,  namely  13.  The  case  rate  is  0.86  com- 
pared with  1.84  for  England  and  Wales.  What  threatened 
to  be  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  month  of 
September  when  six  children  in  four  families  sickened  almost 
simultaneously  with  diphtheria.  In  deference  to  public 
opinion  an  inspection  was  made  at  the  school  in  the  locality, 
premises  disinfected,  etc.  “ From  information  received  ” 
suspicion  fell  on  certain  children  as  being  possible  carriers. 
Swabs  were  obtained  of  these  and  the  carrier  was  found  and 
dealt  with.  From  that  time  onwards  no  further  case  occurred. 

The  cases  removed  to  Hospital  included  29  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  10  of  Diphtheria  and  there  were  no  deaths  from 
either  disease.  The  same  arrangements  are  in  force  in  this 
District  as  in  the  others  of  the  Combination  for  examination  of 
swabs,  sputum,  blood,  etc.  (see  paragraph  12)  and  also  the 
facilities  for  removal  of  patients  to  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  Maidenhead.  These  have  proved  quite  adequate 
and  no  need  has  arisen  for  selecting  special  cases  for  admission 
nor  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  practice  artificial  methods 
of  immunization  or  apply  Schick  and  Dick  tests. 

No  case  of  Small-pox  has  occurred  for  many  years  and 
there  has  been  no  need  to  exercise  the  special  powers  under  the 
Public  Health  (Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations  of  1917.

With  regard  to  the  various  other  diseases  calling  for  special 
comment  mention  need  only  be  made  of  influenza,  rheumatic 
fever  and  cancer  as  none  of  the  others  occurred.  The  very 
moderate  prevalence  and  severity  of  influenza  is  indicated  by 
the.  fact  that  only  two  deaths  are  attributed  to  this  cause  as 
against  20  in  the  previous  year,  while  rheumatic  fever  is  again 
absent  from  the  table  of  causes  of  death,  although  the  district 
lies  well  in  the  Thames  Valley,  with  its  totally  undeserved 
reputation  for  being  a Hot-bed  of  Rheumatism.” 

Cancer  deaths  this  year  number  only  24  as  against  43  in 
the  previous  year,  but  no  great  stress  can  be  laid  on  the  figures 
for  one  year  only.  The  average  annual  death  rate  from  this 
cause  for  the  past  ten  years  is  1.75  per  1,000  population,  the 
corresponding  figure  for  1930  being  1.58.  No  special  action  or 
enquiry  has  been  undertaken  in  regard  to  this  disease  in  the 
locality. 

Tables  I and  II  which  follow  set  out  the  necessary 
particulars  in  regard  to  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  and 
a list,  compiled  from  the  returns  from  Head  Teachers,  indicates 
the  prevalence  or  otherwise  of  various  disease  in  the  Schools.

40.  DISINFECTION,  ETC. 

As  a matter  of  routine,  disinfection  of  premises,  etc.  is  done 
after  a case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  and  after  certain 
other  cases,  e.g.  Cancer,  upon  request.  Articles  likely  to  be 
infected  and  not  suitable  for  domestic  disinfection  may  be  steam 
treated  at  the  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital.  No  call  has 
been  made  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  animal 
or  insect  pests  that  have  given  rise  to  complaint  have  been 
dealt  with  privately,  usually  after  advice  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.

5.  DEATHS. 

As  shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  paragraph  the  net 
number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this  district  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1930,  is  163.  Assuming  the  civil  population  to 
be  18,260  this  gives  a Death  Rate  of  8.93  per  1,000.  In  the 
previous  year  the  total  deaths  were  254  and  the  Death  Rate 
13.92,  while  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  10.77.

6.  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  six  deaths  (one  of  an  illegitimate  child)  amongst 
children  under  one  year  of  age.  Based  upon  the  total  number 
of  live  births  for  the  year  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of 
26.82  per  1,000.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  18  deaths  out 
of  200  births  or  a rate  of  69.23  per  1,000,  which  was  exceptionally 
high  for  Easthampstead  R.D.,  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years  being  52.02. 

Comparing  legitimate  with  illegitimate  infants,  the  Death

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13.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.

14.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  actually  situated  in  this  District. 
The  nearest  is  the  Royal  Victoria  Nursing  Home  and  Cottage 
Hospital  at  South  Ascot  (see  paragraph  14,  Windsor  Rural 
District  Section).  Patients  from  this  District  go  mostly  to 
King  Edward  VII  Hospital  at  Windsor  or  to  the  Royal  Berks 
Hospital,  Reading. 

Infectious  diseases  (Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria)  are 
removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead,  by 
agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  Maidenhead  (see  paragraph 
14,  Maidenhead  Section).  These  services  have  jiroved  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  District. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  none  in  this  District.  At  The  Priory,” 
Winkfield,  there  is  an  R.C.  Orphanage  and  Convalescent  Home 
for  women  and  female  children  only.  The  accommodation 
provided  is  30  Beds  for  adults,  40  for  children.  Most  of  the 
patients  come  from  Guy’s  Hospital,  London. 

16.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Investigation  of  maternal  mortality  occurring  in  this 
district  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom 
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immediate  notice  is  sent  of  any  case  appearing  in  the  Returns 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  local  registrars. 
There  were  no  cases  reported  during  1930. 

17.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Apart  from  the  Poor  Law  Institution  there  is  none  in  this 
District.  The  Poor  Law  Cottage  Home  for  children  is  situated 
in  Binfield  Road,  Bracknell. 

18.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MENTAL 

DEFECTIVES. 

The  local  Poor  Law  Institution  at  Easthampstead  has  now 
been  converted  into  a Home  for  Mental  Defectives. 

19.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

In  addition  to  the  Ambulance  connected  with  the  Hospitals 
to  which  the  patients  are  sent  the  Red  Cross  i^mbulance  at 
Reading  is  available  for  use  in  this  District.  The  service  is 
quite  adequate. 

20.  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

There  are  none  other  than  those  enumerated  in  the  List 
in  the  Preface. 

21.  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 

I he  operation  of  this  Act  has  only  made  one  minor 
alteration  in  the  Public  Health  ildministration  as  dealt  with 
in  this  Report,  namely  that  Notification  of  Births  is  now  made 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  instead  of  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  District.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Three  private  water  companies  supply  the  whole  of  this 
District  namel}^  : — 

South  West  Suburban  Water  Company — Parish  of 
Winkfield. 

Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water  Company— Parishes  of 
Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst. 

Wokingham  Water  Company — Parishes  of  Binfield, 
Warfield  and  Easthampstead. 

With  the  exception  of  the  last  named  company  the  supply 
in  recent  years  has  been  satisfactory  in  regard  to  quantity, 
quality,  pressure  and  constancy.  During  prolonged  hot  dry 
periods  in  past  years  there  have  been  frequent  complaints, 
especially  from  premises  in  Bracknell  Village  supplied  by  the 
Wokingham  Water  Company,  that  the  supply  was,  short,  dirty 
and  unexpectedly  suspended  at  times.  A sample  taken  at  the 
time  of  complaint  proved  to  be  bad.  Considerable  corres- 
pondence has  passed  between  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Company,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  improvements  recently 
effected  in  the  service  will  avoid  complaints  in  the  future. 
These  works  include  the  enlargement  of  the  Reservoir  from 
which  Bracknell  is  supplied,  covering  of  the  same  and  the 
substitution  of  larger  supply  mains. 

About  80%  of  the  premises  in  this  district,  including  all 
large  farms,  have  public  supply  laid  on.  The  remainder  are 
outlying  cottages  or  large  houses  which  have  a satisfactory 
private  supply  of  their  own  from  wells  or  springs.  The  only 
area  which  is  in  need  of  an  extension  of  the  water  mains  is 
Ralph’s  Ride,  a heathland  road  lying  to  the  South  of  Bracknell, 
where  building  has  been  in  progress  of  late.  In  general,  with 
the  exception  mentioned,  the  water  mains  have  been  extended 
to  all  new  houses.  (See  also  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 
paragraph  27). 
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23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  rivers  or  streams  in  this  District  are  The  Black- 
water,  a natural  tributary  of  the  Thames,  which  forms  part  of 
the  southern  bounder}  of  the  district,  ‘‘  The  Gut,”  an  artificial 
tributary  which  follows  a meandering  course  throughout  the 
district  and  is  known  by  various  local  names  in  different  places, 
before  it  ultimadely  reaches  the  Thames  at  Bray,  and  the 
Owlsmoor  Stream  v%ich  runs  through  the  parishes  of  Sandhurst 
and  Orowthorne  into  the  Blackwater.  A careful  watch  is 
kept  both  by  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Inspectors 
of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  pollution,  usually  by 
way  of  cesspool  contents  gaining  access  to  adjoining  ditches  but 
it  is  rare  now-a-days  to  find  any  cause  for  complaint.  The  Cut 
is  greatly  in  need  of  cleaning  out,  straightening  and  re-shaping 
but  the  technical  difficulties  have  so  far  proved  insuperable  to 
the  two  authorities  chiefiy  concerned,  viz.  Cookham  Rural 
District  Council  and  Easthampstead  Rural  District  Council. 
When  “ The  Cut  ” was  made  in  1811  or  thereabout  to  drain 
the  low  lying  marsh  land,  a Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed 
for  its  maintenance  but  the  last  members  of  this  Board  have 
long  since  died  out  and  as  they  failed  to  exercise  their  powers 
of  appointing  successors,  this  authority  has  lapsed. 

24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

In  previous  Reports,  for  a number  of  years  back,  reference 
has  been  made  to  the  need  for  a scheme  of  surface  water 
drainage  for  the  southern  portion  of  the  parish  of  Sandhurst, 
particularly  the  village  there  known  as  College  Town.  Some 
two  or  three  years  ago  the  ditches  in  that  locality  communi- 
cating with  the  Blackwater,  and  a portion  of  that  river  itself, 
were  cleansed  and  re-shaped  with  some  degree  of  benefit.  This 
work  was  undertaken  jointly  between  riparian  owners,  the 
District  Council  and  the  Berks  County  Council  as  a measure  of 
temporary  relief  for  unemployment.  The  scheme,  however, 
was  too  partial  to  be  of  real  benefit  to  the  villagers.  The 
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trouble  has  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the  village  was  built 
without  control,  building  plots  sold  haphazard  and  roads  ” 
laid  out  without  any  consideration  of  the  lie  of  the  land  and 
natural  drainage.  The  original  “ grypes,”  or  banked  ditches, 
formed  a herring-bone  pattern  and  served  well  their  purpose  of 
intercepting  and  controlling  the  flow  of  surface  water  on  this 
stretch  of  moorland.  These,  however,  have  nearly  all  been 
cut  across,  fllled  in,  diverted  or  otherwise  thrown  out  of  use 
with  the  result  that  in  wet  weather  the  village  becomes  a 
quagmire  and  the  “ roads  ” impassable.  The  only  portions,  of 
this  district  that  are  sew^ered  are  the  village  of  Bracknell  and 
the  central  portion  of  the  village  of  Binfleld.  For  over  twenty 
years  a scheme  has  been  on  foot  for  sewering  the  villages  of 
Sandhurst  and  Crowthorne  where  the  need  for  such  becomes 
increasingly  greater  as  the  years  pass  on.  There  is,  however, 
a reasonable  prospect  that  the  scheme  will  materiahse  in  1931 
if  assistance  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee  is 
forthcoming. 

A portion  of  the  Parish  of  Winkfleld  which  is  practically 
a scattered  village  has  also  been  in  need  of  sewering  for  many 
years  jDast  and  here  again  a scheme  is  on  foot  to  connect  it  up 
with  the  Windsor  Rural  District  sewer  v/hich  runs  along  the 
boundary,  but  negotiations  hang  Are  on  the  vexed  question  of 
proportionate  contribution.” 

A detached  portion  of  the  village  of  Binfleld  known  as 
Amen  Corner  is  in  almost  greater  need  of  sewering  than  the 
central  portion  of  the  village,  which  has  been  done.  It  was 
omitted  from  the  original  scheme  on  account  of  cost,  it  could, 
however,  be  more  economically  connected  with  the  existing 
Bracknell  drainage  scheme  but  again  this  needful  work  has 
been  indeflnitely  postponed  for  the  reason  that  it  is  outside 
the  Bracknell  Special  Drainage  Area.” 

The  sewage  works  at  Bracknell  during  the  past  year  or 
two  have  been  considerably  improved  and  extended.  The 
following  is  a brief  description  of  the  works  as  they  now  stand. 
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During  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  Outfall  works  of  the 
Bracknell  Drainage  Area  have  undergone  extensive  reorganisa- 
tion and  partial  reconstruction.  The  old  Contact  Beds  ” 
which  were  inadequate  for  the  quantity  of  sewage  now  to  be 
dealt  with  have  been  replaced  by  two  modern  Rotary  Sprinkler 
Beds,  80  feet  in  diameter,  three  streaming  filters  have  been 
provided,  the  settling  tank  accommodation  has  been  increased 
by  raising  the  walls  of  the  tanks  two  feet  all  round,  two  sand 
filters  and  a Humus  Tank  have  been  put  into  commission  for 
final  treatment  of  the  effluent  before  it  is  run  on  the  land  It 
has  not  been  necessary  to  renew  the  land  drainage  system,  as 
by  better  distribution  of  the  effluent  all  ponding,”  which 
caused  nuisance  in  the  past,  has  been  abolished.  The  pumping 
apparatus  has  been  overhauled  and  put  in  thorough  working 
order,  and  is  now  quite  able  to  meet  all  demands,  without  any 
additions.  The  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board 
have  been  keeping  a close  watch  on  the  effluent,  but  since  the 
foregoing  improvements  and  alterations  have  been  effected  no 
adverse  reports  have  been  received,  a sure  indication  that  all 
is  going  well.  The  works  at  Binfield  cover  an  area  of  about 
3 acres  and  situated  in  a field  south-west  of  All  Saints  Church 
near  the  ford  in  “ The  Cut  ” into  which  the  effluent  drains. 
The  sewage  arrives  at  the  Outfall  by  gravitation,  pumping  is 
not  required.  The  works  consist  of  (1)  Screening  Chamber, 
(2)  Settling  tank,  (3)  Two  Rotary  Sprinkler  beds  and  (4)  Humus 
Tank.  Provision  has  been  made  for  dealing  with  a population 
of  about  2,000  persons  or  say  about  500  houses.  The  houses 
that  can  be  connected  to  the  portion  completed  number  282 
and  by  the  end  of  1931  practically  all  will  be  so  connected. 
There  are  4 houses  which  in  view  of  their  low  lying  situation 
cannot  be  connected  and  5 others  that  need  not  be  connected 
as  they  are  mostly  large  residences  with  their  own  private 
installations. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Where  the  sewer  is  available  all  the  houses  have  water- 
closets  with  one  or  two  rare  exceptions,  e.g.  in  Bracknell  there 
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are  4 houses  which  cannot  be  connected  with  the  sewer,  4 which 
can  be,  but  are  not  so  connected  and  5 where  the  sinks  are,  but 
the  closets  are  not  connected  to  the  sewer. 

In  Binfield,  the  work  of  connection  is  in  progress  so  that 
exact  figures  are  not  obtainable  at  the  moment  but  b}^  the  close 
of  next  year,  all  premises  with  the  exception  of  perhaps  9 
(see  previous  paragraph)  will  be  provided  with  Water-closets 
connected  to  sewer.  In  the  other  villages  not  yet  sewered. 
Earth  (pail)  closets  and  Water-closets  connected  to  cesspools 
exist  in  about  equal  numbers.  All  the  large  houses,  private 
(residential)  schools  and  such  like  have  water-closets  connected 
to  cesspools  with  their  own  disposal  installation. 

26.  SCAVENGING. 

Wet  scavenging  is  not  carried  out  in  this  District. 

Dry  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  Bracknell  for  27 
years  and  in  the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  District  for 
over  20  years.  Until  September,  1930,  the  work  was  done  by 
private  contractors  engaged  by  the  District  Council  and  the 
refuse  was  collected  weekly  in  open  horse  carts  and  dumped 
in  disused  pits,  ponds,  excavations,  wherever  it  was  desired  to 
fill  up  or  level  the  ground;  In  recent  years  the  work  increased 
so  rapidly  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  dumps  became  all  the 
greater  as  the  available  pits  etc.  were  filled  up.  The  District 
Council  then  decided  to  undertake  the  work.  A Dennis  ” 
Motor-lorry  of  6 cubic  yards  capacity,  properly  equipped  for 
the  work,  was  purchased  and  three  men  (driver  and  two  loaders) 
were  employed.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  and  covered  with 
soil  at  two  dumps  leased  for  the  purpose,  one  in  the  Parish  of 
Sandhurst,  the  other  in  the  Parish  of  Winkfield.  The  weekly 
collection  in  all  localities  is  maintained  and  accomplished  much 
more  expeditiously  than  formerly,  the  cost  is  proportionately 
greater,  but  considering  the  greatly  increased  efficiency  of  the 
service  well  merited.  (See  also  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 
paragraph  27).

During  the  year  the  Council  have  passed  plans  for  the 
erection  of  22  houses  in  the  parish  of  Easthampstead,  which 
will  be  erected  this  year. 

One  hundred  and  forty  one  plans  have  been  before  the 
Council  during  the  year  of  various  new  buildings,  additions, 
alterations,  drainage  etc. 
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I beg  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  cottages  for 
the  labouring  classes  at  rent  that  this  class  of  the  community 
can  afford  to  pay. 

Four  condemned  houses  in  North  Street,  Winkfield  are 
being  reconditioned  and  nearing  completion. 

One  house  in  the  parish  of  Warfield  has  been  condemned 
and  will  shortly  be  vacated,  and  another  in  this  parish  was 
condemned  and  reconditioned,  and  another  voluntarily  closed. 

One  house  in  the  parish  of  Winkfield  has  been  condemned 
and  has  been  repaired  and  made  habitable.  Lavatory  and 
sink  provided  and  connected  to  main  drainage. 

It  is  regretable  that  building  has  commenced  in  the  worst 
portion  of  College  Town.  The  approach  and  site  are  boggy 
and  exceedingly  wet  and  quite  unfit  for  building  purposes. 
The  occupants  would  have  to  wade  through  water  going  to  and 
from  their  homes,  and  this  would  be  specially  harmful  to 
children  going  to  school. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  South  West  Suburban  Co.  have 
been  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  and  have 
been  proved  to  be  passable. 

Samples  of  the  Wokingham  Water  Co.’s  supply  have  been 
taken  and  found  not  to  be  of  a satisfactory  nature  and  steps 
have  been  taken  by  the  Council  with  the  Company  which  is 
hoped  will  give  the  area  supplied  by  the  Company  an  adequate 
supply. 

The  storage  for  Bracknell  and  adjoining  areas  at  Binfield 
is  being  enlarged  and  the  size  of  the  mains  increased.  This 
should  be  a great  acquisition  during  drought. 

The  old  reservoir  is  being  covered  to  prevent  pollution. 


I 
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In  my  last  report  I mentioned  the  need  of  water  supply  to 
Harman’s  Water,”  Winkfield.  I beg  again  to  say  this  is  an 
important  requisition  to  this  area. 

Water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  3 houses  ; and  3 wells 
rebuilt  and  cleansed. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

All  the  above  have  been  kept  in  clean  condition  by  the 
occupiers. 

DRAINAGE. 

In  my  last  report  I stated  the  laxity  of  owners  connecting 
up  their  property  to  the  main  drainage  at  Binfield. 

I have  interviewed  many  of  the  Owners  and  have  been 
successful  in  getting  their  property  connected  to  the  Sewers. 

214  properties  are  now  connected  to  the  sewers,  65  of 
which  were  connected  during  1930.  64  houses  that  could  be 

connected  are  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

The  portion  known  as  Amen  Corner,  Binfield,  needs 
drainage  and  I have  brought  this  matter  before  the  Committee. 

It  is  over  a quarter  of  a century  since  I brought  before  the 
Council  the  need  of  drainage  to  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst. 
This  area  is  congested  in  various  portions  of  the  villages  and 
the  conditions  are  not  improving.  The  lower  end  of  Sandhurst 
which  is  of  a boggy  nature  is  proving  a problem  what  to  do  with 
the  sewage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  drainage  will  not  be 
much  longer  delayed. 

The  drainage  proposed  for  that  portion  of  Winkfield  called 
Cranbourne,  Fernbank  Road,  etc.  is  being  discussed  by  the 
Committee. 

SCAVENGING. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Council  have  installed  a 
lorry  system  of  collection  as  from  September  last.  I have 
re-organised  the  whole  of  the  area  for  collection  and  dumping. 
This  arrangement  has  proved  a success. 
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During  the  quarter  ended  December  31st,  1930,  1,303  bulk 
tons  have  been  collected  and  the  distance  covered  2,549  miles. 

These  figures  give  a collection  of  over  5,200  bulk  tons  per 
annum  and  over  10,000  miles  to  be  covered.

43  cases  were  removed  to  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital^ 
and  1 case  to  Reading  Hospital. 

53  houses  were  disinfected  after  cases  were  removed  or 
recovered  from  illness  at  home.  A small  lending  library  was 
disinfected. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at 
Warfield,  but  this  has  now  abated. 

FOOD. 

Many  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  food  of  various 
kinds  is  produced  or  sold.  Orders  to  cleanse  w^ere  given 
where  necessarv. 

270  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned  and  destroyed, 
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COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Improvements  during  the  year  have  been  1 cowshed 
condemned  and  replaced  by  new  one.  Orders  wure  given  to 
whitewash  where  necessary  and  w^ork  completed. 

WORKSHOPS  ETC. 

Notices  were  given  for  5 Bakehouses  to  be  cleansed,  and 
1 Earth-closet  and  1 Water-closet  accommodation  to  be  pro- 
vided to  2 Workshops  ; and  floor  repaired  in  Laundry.

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28.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  192G  has  no 
application  in  this  District. 

29.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

In  this  District  there  are  no  ‘‘  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings,” 
no  Offensive  Trades,”  no  ‘‘  Hop-pickers  Quarters,”  and  no 
“ Underground  Sleeping  Rooms.” 

Van-dwellers  visit  the  District  occasionally  in  the  course 
of  their  wanderings  and  usually  settle  for  a few  days  on  a piece 
of  waste  land  said  to  have  been  purchased  by  the  fraternity  for 
the  purpose  of  a resting  place,  at  Owlsmoor  in  the  Parish  of 
Crowthorne.  A standpipe  is  provided  on  the  site  so  that  a 
public  water  supply  is  available,  but  query,  if  it  is  ever  used. 
The  true  gipsy  traditionally  takes  water  always  from  a running 
stream  and  one  such  is  handy.  A sanitary  convenience  is  also 
provided.  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  Byelaws  are  in  operation  in 
this  District,  but  have  to  be  applied  seldom. 

30.  OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Apart  from  the  big  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of 
Sandhurst  and  Crowthorne  which  is  in  hand  and  the  scheme 
for  sewering  the  more  populated  part  of  the  Parish  of  Winkfield, 
also  in  hand  (see  paragraph  24),  and  claims  of  Amen  Corner 
(Binfield)  and  Roundshill  (Binfield)  to  be  included  in  the 
Bracknell  Drainage  Area  deserve  consideration.  Although 
situated  in  a parish  which  has  a sewerage  scheme  of  its  own  the 
lie  of  the  land  is  against  their  being  connected  with  the  sewer 
already  laid  there.  The  village  of  Bracknell  practically  covers 
the  junction  of  four  parishes,  viz.  Binfield,  Warfield,  Winkfield 
and  Easthampstead  and  has  therefore  been  constituted  a 
Special  Drainage  Area.  The  districts  mentioned  could  easily 
be  drained  into  that  area  which  they  adjoin,  and  the  technical 
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difficulty  of  an  incidental  boundary  which  has  no  relation  to 
the  physical  and  social  features  of  the  area  should  not  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  sanitary  progress. 

Another  matter  which  has  demanded  attention  of  late  is 
the  problem  of  closet  accommodation  for  lock-up  shops. 
These  are  now  becoming  quite  common  in  the  larger  villages. 
Appropriate  powers  for  the  enforcement  of  such  provision  are 
contained  in  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890, 
Section  22,  but  unfortunately  this  Section  cannot  be  adopted  by 
a Rural  District  Council.  The  expression  a proper  sink  or 
drain  or  other  necessary  appliances  for  carrying  off  refuse  water 
from  such  building  ” (Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1907,  Section  49,  adopted  in  this  district)  could  hardly  be 
stretched  to  cover  the  installation  of  a Water-closet  or  Earth 
(pail)  closet  and  in  any  case  the  10  feet  space  allowed  by  the 
Byelaws  behind  the  Shop  is  quite  inadequate  for  disposal  of 
Water-closet  contents  or  sink  waste. 

There  are  indications  that  the  deplorable  condition  so 
notorious  at  College  Town  (Sandhurst)  owing  to  the  lack  of 
proper  roads  are  likely  to  be  repeated  in  several  other  localities 
in  the  District.  If  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings  are  erected  on 
moorland — where  the  building  sites  are  cheap  ” — no  great 
hardship  is  experienced  but  when  these  buildings  become  a 
kind  of  ‘‘  street  ” the  trackway  giving  access  to  them,  in  the 
course  of  a year  or  two  becomes  impassable  especially  in  wet 
weather.  The  original  roughly  laid  out  trackway  will  not  stand 
haulage  of  heavy  building  material  and  the  further  wear  and 
tear  of  tradesmen’s  vans,  etc.  results  in  deep  ruts  and  pot  holes 
that  are  highly  dangerous  to  the  unwary,  to  women  on  their 
shopping  expeditions  and  to  children  going  and  coming  from 
school.  There  are  some  12  miles  of  ‘‘  private  ” roadway  in  this 
District  which  more  or  less  answer  to  the  description  given. 
The  frontagers  have  little  or  nothing  to  spend  on  making  up 
the  road  and  most  of  them  are  but  nominal  owners.  The 
District  Council  is  no  longer  the  highway  authority  and  although

it  is  open  to  the  charge  of  being  remiss  in  the  past,  that  can 
hardly  be  taken  as  a valid  excuse  for  the  new  and  more 
powerful  authority — the  County  Council — to  continue  to 
neglect  that  which  is  an  important  factor  in  the  welfare  of  a 
rural  community,  namely,  good  public  access  to  premises. 

31.  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  14  public  elementary  schools  in  this  District  al^ 
of  which  have  a public  water  supply.  As  to  sanitary  conven- 
iences, where  a sewer  is  available  connection  therewith 
has  been  made.  This  applies  to  4 schools.  The  remainder  (10) 
have  Earth  Closets.  The  cleanliness  and  general  condition  of 
the  schools  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Action  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases  etc.  when  necessary 
is  taken  jointly  betw^een  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  e.g.  swabbing  of  contacts  for  Diphtheria, 
general  survey  of  pupils  for  mild  and  missed  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  mutual  information  as  to  presence  of  disease  affecting 
scholars  (see  List  at  end  of  paragraph  39).

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33b.  housing  conditions. 

1.  General  Observations. 

Housing  conditions  are  of  a fairly  good  order.  The  older 
houses  are  bought  by  artistically  minded  persons,  renovated 
and  brought  up  to  modern  conditions  keeping  as  far  as  possible 
to  the  old  characteristics.  The  modern  buildings  are  on  the 
whole  of  good  substantial  quality  varying  from  3 room  cottages 
to  modern  residences  with  all  the  latest  appliances  of  leading 
sanitary  arrangements.  The  types  are  so  varied  that  it  is 
impossible  to  give  an  exact  classification  but  the  houses  of  the 
working  classes,  shop  assistants  and  small  tradesmen  constitute 
about  85%  of  the  whole.  The  usual  defects  are,  want  of 
cleanliness,  dampness  of  walls,  general  repairs  and  defective 
drains,  etc. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  Supply. 

{a)  The  shortage  of  houses  is  a variable  quantity  from  year 
to  year.  Those  who  have  married  since  the  war  live  with  parents 
until  children  arrive  and  then  fresh  housing  accommodation  is 
demanded.  There  is  also  a demand  for  houses  for  those  wishing 
to  marry.  At  the  present  time  there  are  117  applications  for 
houses. 

(5)  There  are  no  factories,  industries  or  anything  of  the 
kind  likely  to  attract  population  to  this  district  which  is  almost 
entirely  residential.  The  population  at  present  appears  to  be 
stationary. 

(c)  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  providing  suitable 
sites  for  new  houses. 

3.  Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  in  the  technical  sense  does  not  exist  to  any 
great  extent.  The  chief  difficulty  is  the  separation  of  sexes  and 
of  married  and  single  inmates.  Where  more  than  one  family 
inhabits  the  same  house  (2  bedrooms  only),  technical  over- 
crowding occurs  when  the  family  is  large,  the  basis  taken  being 
300  cubic  feet  per  adult  or  two  children.  The  chief  cause  of 
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overcrowding  in  this  district  is  increase  in  number  and  ages  of 
the  members  of  the  family.  Inability  to  pay  rent  or  put 
another  way  “ taking  in  a lodger  to  help  to  pay  the  rent  ” does 
not  often  occur. 

No  exceptional  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  over- 
crowding further  than  special  recommendation  for  a Council 
house  in  suitable  cases. 

4.  The  only  difficulty  experienced  in  action  under  the 
Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  in  regard  to  effecting  repairs  is 
the  long  delay  in  completing  the  various  items  specified.  This 
occurs  usually  where  the  owner  has  to  depend  for  income 
chiefly  from  house  rents,  and  sometimes  an  attempt  is  made  to 
allow  the  house  to  mature  for  a Closing  Order,  so  as  to  get  rid 
of  an  undesirable  tenant.  This  procedure  needless  to  say  is  not 
countenanced. 

There  is  no  need  to  adopt  special  schemes  of  programmes 
of  repair  for  groups  of  houses  in  the  district . 

Practically  all  the  houses  built  within  the  last  20-30  years 
have  an  adequate  internal  water  supply  and  many  of  the  older 
houses  have  since  been  so  provided.  Approximately  20%  of 
the  houses  that  have  a private  supply  have  no  tap  or  pump 
indoors  and  the  same  applies  to  about  80%  where  the  supply  is 
from  a common  well  or  stand  pipe.  All  houses  in  this  District 
have  either  an  Earth  (pail)  Closet  or  Water-closet  within  their 
own  curtilage,  there  is  no  instance  of  “ common  accommo- 
dation.” 

5.  The  only  area  that  can  be  described  as  “ unhealthy  ” is 
that  of  College  Town,  Sandhurst,  where  the  ‘‘  unhealthiness  ” 
arises  from  the  water  logged  condition  of  the  soil.  A compre- 
hensive scheme  of  land  drainage  is  greatly  needed  in  this 
locality.  (See  paragraph  24  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  paragraph  27). 
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6.  Byelaws,  etc. 

The  Byelaws  in  force  in  this  District  (see  paragraph  13) 
are  quite  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

7.  General  Observations. 

The  only  further  powers  required  are  such  as  would 
prevent  the  erection  of  dwellings  on  moorland,  subject  to  flood 
in  the  winter-time,  i.e.  power  of  approval  or  disapproval  of 
building  sites  and  of  ensuring  reasonably  good  roadways  giving 
access  to  groups  of  houses. 

PART  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

34.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  on  the  Register  49  Cowkeepers  (Producers)  of 
which  22  are  Wholesalers  and  27  Retailers,  in  addition  there 
are  8 Retailers  only.  Three  of  the  Producer-Retailers  are 
licensed  for  Grade  A milk.  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  kept  in 
good  order  and  are  subject  to  frequent  inspection.  Only  minor 
defects  are  discovered,  usually  delay  in  lime  washing,  and  these 
are  dealt  with  and  remedied  by  verbal  notice.  Twelve  official 
milk  samples  were  taken  and  analysed  during  the  year,  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

35.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  10  Slaughter-houses  registered  in  this  district, 
17  Butcher’s  shops  and  25  Baker’s  Shops.  These  are  frequently 
visited  and  inspected  and  no  exception  can  be  taken  to  their 
state  of  cleanliness  and  maintenance.  Any  defects  discovered 
are  of  a minor  nature  and  are  remedied  upon  verbal  notice.  In 
the  course  of  the  year  270  lbs.  of  unsound  meat  etc.  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

36.  ADULTERATION. 

The  County  Council  is  the  local  Authority  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts.  A list  of  the  samples  taken  under  these  Acts 
and  the  result  of  analysis  is  given  in  paragraph  12.

PART  V. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

39.  GENERAL. 

This  year  Diphtheria  takes  the  premier  place  in  the  list 
of  Infectious  Diseases  for  this  District.  The  usual  record  for 
several  years  back  is  less  than  a dozen  cases  but  in  1930  there 
were  28  cases  notified  (21  removed  to  Hospital)  with  one  death. 
Nevertheless  the  case  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population, 
namely  1.57,  does  not  exceed  that  of  the  country  generally, 
which  is  1.84.  This  unusual  figure  was  largely  contributed  to 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  the  occurrence  of  multiple  cases 
in  two  or  three  families  (one  family  with  7 cases)  in  the  Parish  of 
Warfield.  As  far  as  practicable  all  clinical  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead  and  a Nurse  was 
specially  engaged  to  look  after  the  mild  and  carrier  cases 
remaining  at  home.  She  also  visited  the  local  schools  daily 
and  followed  up  absentees  obtaining  swabs  of  nose  and  throat 
of  all  suspicious  cases,  in  addition  to  assisting  the  local  Doctors 
in  the  administration  of  antitoxin  which  was  provided  free  by 
the  Local  Authority.  The  outbreak  was  limited  to  the  original 
families  and  their  immediate  contacts.  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
were  limited  to  about  the  usual  number,  namely  26  cases  (local 
case  rate  1.36,  whole  country  2.76).  Of  these  22  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  all  were  of  a comparatively  mild  type  and  there 
were  no  deaths.  There  is  no  feature  calling  for  comment  with 
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regard  to  the  occurrence  or  distribution  of  these  cases.  Again 
there  was  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  which  is  the  average 
annual  number  for  the  past  five  years,  and  in  spite  of  Hospital 
treatment  the  case  ended  fatally.  Influenza  did  not  appear  to 
any  extent  during  the  year  under  review  and  there  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  this  cause — a remarkable  contrast  to  the 
year  1929  when  there  were  23.  Rheumatic  Fever  accounted 
for  one  death,  none  in  the  previous  year.  Cancer  also  shewed 
a marked  diminution  namely  19  deaths  as  against  28  in  1929, 
but  no  general  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  the  figures  for 
any  single  year.  It  is  worth  remarking,  however,  that  East- 
hampstead  shows,  with  Windsor  Rural  District  which  adjoins, 
the  lowest  cancer  death  rate  over  a period  of  ten  years  amongst 
the  various  Districts  in  the  combination  (see  Mortality 
Statistics  Table  in  Appendix). 

There  were  no  cases  of  Encephalitis  lethargica.  Puerperal 
Fever,  Anthrax,  Epidemic  Jaundice,  or  the  other  rarer  diseases 
mentioned  in  the  Schedule.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
Small-pox  for  many  years  and  consequently  no  need  to  exercise 
the  powers  contained  in  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Preven- 
tion) Regulations  of  1917.  The  facihties  for  the  examination 
of  morbid  materials  are  the  same  as  described  for  the  other 
Districts  (see  paragraph  12  and  a list  of  laboratories,  consultants, 
etc,  in  Preface).  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  introduce 
any  change  in  procedure  in  regard  to  infectious  cases  or  to 
apply  such  methods  as  artificial  immunisation,  Schick  and 
Dich  tests  etc.  When  an  outbreak  threatens  in  any  village  or 
jocality  a temporary  Health  Visitor  is  employed  to  act  in 
co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  local 
medical  practitioners,  as  described  above  in  connection  with 
Diphtheria  in  Warfield,  and  this  method  has  so  far  proved 
quite  satisfactory.  The  two  tables  which  follow  give  the 
principal  statistics  relating  to  the  infectious  diseases  and  a list 
compiled  from  returns  made  by  the  Head  Teachers  indicate 
the  incidence  of  the  commoner  diseases  in  the  Schools.

40.  DISINFECTION,  ETC. 

Premises  and  articles  exposed  to  infection  are  disinfected 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  after  removal  or  termination  of  the 
case.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  any  special 
arrangements  for  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their 
belongings.  Animal  and  insect  pests  have  not  given  rise  to 
nuisances  other  than  can  be  dealt  with  privately.  As  a result 
of  the  work  in  former  years  practically  all  roadside  ponds  and 
pools  near  houses  have  been  filled  in  so  as  to  reduce  possible 
breeding  grounds  for  mosquitoes  and  that  work  is  still  in  pro- 
gress. 
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41.  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  for  the  prevention  of  blindness 
or  for  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury 
to  the  eyes. 

42.  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  and  nursed  at  home 
under  medical  supervision.  Recovery  occurred  without  any 
apparent  impairment  of  vision. 

43.  TUBERCULOSIS.

5.  DEATHS. 

At  the  end  of  this  paragraph  a table  is  given  shewing  the 
gross  number  of  deaths  registered  locally  and  the  same  corrected 
for  residents  and  non-residents,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  net  number  attributed  to  this  district  for  1930  is  103. 
Taking  the  population  as  being  10,230  the  Death  Rate  works 
out  at  10.07  per  1,000.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  111 
deaths  and  the  Death  Rate  10.92,  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years  being  10.08.

6.  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Infant  mortality  in  Windsor  Rural  District  is  usually 
remarkably  low  and  the  year  1930  shows  no  exception.  Out 
of  a net  total  of  132  live  births,  there  were  only  5 deaths,  which 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  37.88.  In  the  previous  year 
the  figures  were  7 deaths  out  of  145  births,  or  a rate  of  48.8  per 
1,000  births,  while  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  45.73 
per  1,000  births. 

Two  of  the  deaths  referred  to  were  of  illegitimate  infants, 
and  in  addition  there  were  8 still  births  (1  illegitimate)  registered. 
The  cause  of,  and  age  at  death  of  these  infants  are  shewn  in 
the  table  below.

14.  HOSPITALS. 

Conjointly  with  the  Corporation  of  Windsor  Borough,  the 
Rural  District  Council  own  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Ham 
Fields,  an  outlying  portion  of  the  District  in  Old  Windsor  Parish. 
The  Rural  side  of  this  Hospital  consists  of  a Corrugated  Iron 
building  wood-lined  which  provides  accommodation  for  4 male 
and  4 female  patients.  Accessory  buildings,  sleeping  quarters 
etc.  are  held  in  common  between  the  two  Authorities. 

Other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  (Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria)  are  admitted  into  the  Maidenhead  Isolation 
Hospital  in  virtue  of  an  agreement  with  that  Authority  (see 
paragraph  14,  Maidenhead  Section). 
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General  eases  are  principally  admitted  to  the  King  Edward 
VII  Hospital,  Windsor,  and  occasionally  to  the  Royal  Berks 
Hospital,  Reading,  or  to  the  London  Hospitals.  The  only  local 
Hospital  is  the  Royal  Victoria  Nursing  Home,  South  Ascot, 
which  is  virtually  a Cottage  Hospital  with  a district  nursing 
staff.  This  Home  ” provides  8 beds  for  indoor  patients,  of 
whom  there  are  about  114  annually,  in  addition  to  many  cases 
treated  as  out-patients.  The  Heatherwood  (United  Services 
Fund)  Hospital  for  cripple  children  is  situated  at  Ascot  and  has 
accommodation  for  about  150  patients. 

15.  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES 

There  is  no  Maternity  Home  in  this  District.  The  Nursing 
Home  at  South  Ascot  has  been  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
paragraph.  In  addition  there  is  a private  Home  for  Mental 
cases  at  ‘‘  St.  Michael’s,”  Shepherd’s  Corner,  Ascot.  At 
Farm  wood,”  Sunninghill,  there  is  a private  home  for  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  about  12  in  number  as  a rule. 


16.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Investigation  of  Maternal  Mortality  occurring  in  this 
District  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom 
immediate  notice  is  sent  of  any  case  appearing  in  the  Returns 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  local  Registrars. 
During  the  past  year  no  such  notice  was  sent,  there  being  no 
deaths  attributed  to  this  cause. 


17.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED 
MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Other  than  that  provided  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  Old 
Windsor,  there  is  none  in  this  District. 
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18.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MENTAL 

DEFECTIVES. 

The  appropriate  Committee  of  the  County  Council  deals 
with  these  cases. 

19.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  is  no  local  ambulance.  For  the  removal  of  patients 
the  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Hospital  to  which  the  patient  is 
to  be  removed  is  employed. 

20.  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  held  at  St.  Michael’s 
House  Gymnasium  in  Ascot  and  at  the  Cordes  Hall,  Sunninghill 
(see  list  of  Welfare  Centres  in  Preface).  These  are  the  only 
Clinics  actually  held  in  the  District.  Tuberculosis  and  other 
Clinics  to  which  patients  from  this  District  have  access  are 
held  in  Windsor  or  Reading. 

21.  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 

The  operation  of  this  Act  has  only  made  one  minor 
alteration  in  the  Public  Health  Administration  as  dealt  with 
in  this  Report,  namely  that  Notification  of  Births  is  now  made 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  instead  of  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  District. 

PART  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Practically  the  whole  of  this  District  is  served  by  the 
South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  whose  works  are  at 
Egham.  The  source  of  supply  is  the  river  Thames  and  the  raw 
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water  is  subjected  to  purification  by  chlorination  and  filtration 
previous  to  distribution.  Samples  for  chemical  and  bacterial 
analysis  are  taken  in  rotation  by  the  Windsor  Rural  District 
Council  and  neighbouring  authorities  whose  Districts  are 
similarly  served,  The  reports  are  quite  satisfactory.  The 
supply  is  also  satisfactory  with  regard  to  quantity,  constancy 
and  pressure.  Houses  on  Crown  Lands  in  the  parish  of  Old 
Windsor  are  supplied  independently  from  the  Crown  Water 
Mains.  There  are  32  houses  (mainly  in  the  parish  of  Old 
Windsor)  that  are  not  served  from  a piped  supply,  these  obtain 
water  from  15  wells. 


23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Thames  forms  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  Parish  of 
Old  Windsor.  A portion  of  Virginia  Water  adjoins  the  sewage 
punijiing  station  at  Blacknest  and  the  Blackmoor  stream  which 
ultimately  finds  its  way  into  ''  The  Cut  ” (an  artificial  tributary 
of  the  Thames)  forms  a portion  of  the  western  boundary  of  this 
District.  No  pollution  of  these  water  courses  occurs.  There 
used  to  be  frequent  complaints  of  pollution  by  sewage  of  the 
last  named  stream  but  now  that  the  houses  in  New  Road  and 
Kennel  Ride  which  adjoin  are  connected  to  the  sewer,  the 
obvious  cause  has  been  removed. 


24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  not  sewered  but  the  other 
two  parishes  of  this  District,  namely  Snnninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale  (including  the  village  of  Ascot)  are  now  served  throughout 
by  the  District  Council’s  sewers.  The  whole  of  the  sewage 
gravitates  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  Blacknest  in  the  extreme 
east  corner  of  the  District  whence  it  is  pumped  through  a rising 
main  to  the  Outfall  Works  at  Whitmoor  in  the  adjoining 
district  of  Easthampstead  on  the  extreme  west.  The  rising 
main  is  about  miles  in  length  and  the  lift  about  120  feet. 
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The  method  of  treatment  is  screening  (at  the  Pumping  Station), 
sedimentation  in  tanks  (at  the  Outfall  Works),  aerobic  purifi- 
cation by  rotary  sprinkler  beds  and  final  treatment  on  under- 
drained land. 

The  following  Report  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Toy,  the  Works 
Manager,  gives  a resume  of  the  Scheme. 

THE  SEWERAGE  SCHEME. 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  sewerage 
scheme.  Commenced  in  February,  1914,  and  then  at  first 
delayed  and  afterwards  altogether  stopped  by  the  war,  work 
was  resumed  in  1922,  when  about  8 miles  of  sewers  in  the  most 
congested  parts  of  the  district  were  laid  by  direct  labour.  This 
work  was  followed  by  placing  of  contracts  for  the  building  of 
the  Pumping  Station  and  Outfall  Works,  and  afterwards,  at 
intervals,  for  the  remaining  portions  of  the  sewers,  the  last  pipe 
being  laid  in  December,  1930.  Altogether  about  33  miles  have 
now  been  laid,  and  in  addition  4^  miles  of  cast  iron  Rising 
Main  from  the  Pumping  Station  to  the  outfall.  As  the  latter 
works  are  120  feet  higher  than  the  Pumping  Station,  powerful 
machinery  has  had  to  be  installed  to  deal  with  the  sewage. 

Messrs.  Lemon  and  Blizard  of  Southampton  have  been  the 
Engineers  for  the  whole  of  the  work  from  its  commencement  in 
1914,  and  it  has  all  been  done  under  my  supervision,  whilst 
Mr.  F.  Blackman,  who  was  foreman  for  the  direct  labour  work, 
has  since  acted  as  the  Council’s  Inspector. 

Excellent  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  con- 
nection of  the  houses  to  the  sewer  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  had  reached  1,400. 

Under  Mr.  C.  Castle  and  his  staff  everything  is  kept  in 
first  class  order  at  the  Pumping  Station  and  Mr.  F.  Wallace 
does  all  that  is  possible  to  secure  a perfectly  satisfactory 
effluent  at  the  outfall.  The  total  quantity  of  sewage  dealt 
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with  during  the  year  was  63,881,094  gallons,  an  increase  of 
40%  upon  1929.  This  amount  included  about  half  a million 
gallons  dealt  with  during  the  great  thunderstorm  that  washed 
out  Ascot  races  on  Hunt  Cup  Day. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Now  that  the  sewer  has  been  laid  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale,  closets,  other  than 
Water  Closets,  will  disappear  from  these  parishes  as  a matter  of 
course,  with  the  exception  of  perhaps  a dozen  isolated  cottages 
where  connection  with  the  sewer  cannot  be  effected.  As 
there  is  no  sewer  in  Old  Windsor  Parish  the  position  is  somewhat 
different.  To  date  the  total  number  of  Water  Closets  amount 
to  1931,  Earth  (or  pail)  Closets,  219.  Privy -middens,  7,  there 
being  no  ashpits  separate  from  privy-middens.  These  privy 
middens  are  gradually  being  abolished,  21  having  been  done 
away  with  in  the  past  three  years  and  the  remaining  7 will  soon 
follow  suit. 


26.  SCAVENGING. 

Wet  scavenging  is  still  carried  out  by  the  CounciCs 
employees  where  cesspools  remain  chiefly  in  the  parish  of  Old 
Windsor.  To  date  there  are  360.  The  contents  when  collected 
are  dumjied  in  a convenient  manhole  and  mixed  with  the 
ordinary  flow  of  sewage.  There  is  also  a weekly  collection  of 
night  soil  pails  (in  the  few  jilaces  where  these  still  exist),  the 
contents  of  which  are  buried  in  the  refuse  tip. 

Dry  Scavenging  is  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Council’s 
employees  in  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  (x4scot)  and  Sunning- 
dale, and  fortnightly  in  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  at  suitable  dumps  by  layering,  covering  with 
earth  and  consolidating.

The  motor  dust  lorry  has  now  been  in  use  for  two  years 
and  its  adoption  has  been  a decided  success.  A great  improve- 
ment was  made  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  method  of  disposing  of  the  refuse  at  the  tip,  when  what  is 
generally  known  as  the  Bradford  ” system  was  adopted.  It 
has  entailed  an  additional  expense  of  about  £140  a year  as 
compared  with  the  old  method  of  burning  all  the  refuse,  but 
it  has  done  away  altogether  with  the  old  unsightly  and 
insanitary  system,  and  is  undoubtedly  money  well  spent.

29.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

There  are  three  sites  which  are  occasionally  visited  by  van 
dwellers,  namely  a triangular  piece  of  waste  ground  near  the 
“ Dog  and  Partridge  ” Public  House  in  Sunninghill  village,  a 
meadow  at  the  rear  of  the  Wells  Hotel  near  Ascot,  and  a 
meadow  known  as  the  Fair  Ground  in  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor. 
These  visits  are  becoming  fewer  each  year  and  usually  last  for 
a few  days  only  at  a time.  When  necessary  the  Council’s 
Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  Byelaws  are  applied.  Water  supply 
and  sanitary  accommodation  is  usually  obtained  at  the 
neighbouring  public-house. 

There  are  no  ''  Offensive  Trades  ” carried  on  in  this 
District.  The  nearest  approach  being  that  of  a Fish  Fryer  in 
Sunninghill  village  but  as  the  apparatus  used  is  of  an  efficient 
modern  type  and  the  premises  kept  in  a very  clean  condition, 
there  is  no  need  to  take  any  steps  to  have  this  business  brought 
within  the  scope  of  the  law  dealing  with  “ Offensive  Trades.” 

30.  OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

At  present  there  are  no  other  matters  calling  for  comment. 

31.  SCHOOLS. 

The  Sanitary  Conveniences  of  the  Schools  in  this  District 
are  all  on  the  Water  Carriage  System.  The  School  Closets  at 
Sunninghill,  Cheapside,  Sunningdale  and  Old  Windsor  are 
“ individual,”  while  those  at  South  Ascot  are  of  the  trough 
type.  The  drainage  of  the  Old  Windsor  Schools  discharges 
into  a cesspool,  which  is  emptied  by  the  Council’s  employees 
when  necessary.  The  drainage  from  the  four  other  schools  has 
now  been  connected  to  the  sewers.  Each  School  has  a piped 
water  supply  for  drinking  and  other  purposes.

1.  Speaking  generally,  the  standard  of  houses  in  the 
District  is  good  and  sound.  There  are  few  very  old  houses,  no 
back-to-back  dwellings,  and  none  with  underground  sleeping 
apartments.  There  are  several  mansions  on  extensive  private 
estates. 

2.  The  Council  has  purchased  a site,  and  accepted  a 
tender  for  the  erection  of  8 further  houses  at  Sunningdale,  and 
contemplate  the  provision  of  another  8 houses  at  Sunninghill. 
These  are  additional  to  the  80  houses  already  erected  by  the 
Council. 
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3.  (a)  Serious  overcrowding  is  not  prevalent. 

(6)  No  doubt  many  married  couples,  and  families 
sharing  a house,  would  prefer  to  have  a tenancy  to 
themselves,  if  the  rent  were  within  their  means. 

(c)  Notice  was  served  in  July  respecting  an  overcrowded 
house  at  Sunninghill,  where  part  of  the  house  was 
occupied  by  lodgers  who  were  also  relatives.  The 
notice  was  not  complied  with,  and  proceedings  were 
taken  before  the  Justices,  who  eventually  made  an 
Order.  The  lodgers  have  since  obtained  rooms  else- 
where and  thus  made  possible  abatement  of  the  over- 
crowding.

There  are  no  Cowkeepers  in  the  District  pro- 
ducing milk  under  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923.

In  the  course  of  the  year  225  visits  were  paid  to  Slaughter- 
houses, Butchers’  Shops,  Sausage-making  rooms,  etc.  Regular 
inspections  were  made  at  the  registered  times  of  Slaughtering 
and  at  notified  occasional  killings. 

In  all  the  foregoing  the  general  condition  and  maintenance 
was  good  and  verbal  intimation  proved  sufficient  for  securing 
remedy  of  the  minor  defects  found.

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PART  VI. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

39.  GENERAL. 

The  infectious  disease  record  for  this  District  during  1930 
is  much  the  same  as  for  the  previous  years  and  there  is  no 
unusual  feature  to  discuss.  The  figures  for  Diphtheria  are 
infiated  by  the  number  of  notifications  received  from  a large 
institution  into  which  cripple  children  are  received  from  all 
over  the  country.  Thus,  of  the  23  notifications  of  this  disease, 
17  were  from  the  institution  mentioned,  leaving  6 for  the 
District  generally.  On  the  gross  figures  the  case  rate  works 
out  2.24  per  1,000  estimated  population  and  on  the  net  figure 
of  6 cases  0.59  as  compared  with  1.84  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales.  Of  Scarlet  Eever  there  were  10  cases  (1  from  the 
Institution)  wEich  gives  a case  rate  of  0.98  as  against  5.02  in  the 
previous  year  when  there  were  several  rather  widespread 
outbreaks.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the  whole  of  the 
country  is  2.76.  Next  in  order  comes  Erysipelas — 9 cases 
notified,  mostly  from  the  Poor  Law  Institution.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Small-pox,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  Ence- 
jihalitis  lethargica.  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  or  other  unusual 
infectious  disease,  and  no  deaths  from  any  of  those  previously 
mentioned.  Several  cases  of  Small-pox  contacts  were  reported. 
All  were  promptly  visited  but  nothing  of  importance 
eventuated.  The  Small-pox  hospital  buildings  belonging  to 
the  District  Council  have  been  kept  in  good  repair,  order  and 
readiness.  There  was  one  death  from  Influenza  (14  in  the 
previous  year)  and  none  from  Rheumatic  Fever  either  this  year 
or  last.  Cancer  contributed  16  deaths  as  against  21  in  1929. 
The  Cancer  death  rate  for  1930  is  the  same  as  the  average  annual 
rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  namely  1.17  and  is  the  lowest 
recorded  for  any  of  the  districts  in  this  combination. 

No  special  measures  have  been  adopted  for  dealing  with 
these  particular  diseases  and  in  fact  the  figures  hardly  indicate 
the  necessity  for  such. 
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Arrangements  for  examination  of  swabs  etc.  and  for 
removal  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead 
are  the  same  as  described  for  the  other  Districts  (see  paragraphs 
12  and  14  in  Maidenhead  Section). 

Tables  are  appended  which  give  in  brief  form  the  chief 
particulars  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  also  a list 
compiled  from  returns  made  by  the  Head  Teachers  showing 
the  incidence  of  these  and  other  diseases  in  the  local 
schools.

40.  DISINFECTION,  ETC. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  after 
removal  or  termination  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and 
occasionally  on  request,  after  other  diseases  such  as  Cancer. 
During  the  past  year  this  procedure  was  carried  out  at  24 
houses.  No  special  measures  have  been  adopted  to  deal  with 
animal  or  insect  pests  as  the  very  occasional  occurrence  of 
complaints  of  this  nature  hardly  warrant  them.  One  case  only 
was  reported — that  of  bug  infestation  which  was  dealt  with  by 
fumigation  and  spraying.

5.  DEATHS. 

The  net  deaths  during  1930  shewn  in  the  summary  below, 
numbered  197  as  compared  with  252  in  the  previous  year. 
Assuming  the  population  to  1)0  20,250  this  gives  a Death  Rate 
of  9.73  per  1,000  which  compares  favourably  with  12.70  for 
1929  and  the  ten  year  average  of  10.89. 

The  chief  causes  of  death,  with  the  corresponding  number 
for  1929  in  brackets  are  : — Cancer,  35  (26)  ; Heart  Disease, 
34  (46)  ; Diseases  of  the  Blood-vessels  (Arterio-sclerosis  etc.), 
22  (26)  ; Respiratory  diseases  (Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  etc.)

6.  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Out  of  the  301  born  in  this  district  in  1930,  9 died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  none  of  whom  were  illegitimate. 
This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  29.90  per  1,000  live 
births  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  corresponding 
rate  of  68.96  for  1929,  and  a ten  year  average  of  53.26.  In 
addition  there  were  8 still  births  (one  illegitimate).

The  total  sum 
expended  in  Poor  Law  Relief  in  this  area  during  1930  is  £1,928 
which  works  out  at  22.84  pence  per  head  of  estimated  popu- 
lation. 

12.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

A list  of  the  laboratories  etc.  where  morbid  specimens  may 
be  sent  for  examination  is  given  in  the  Preface.  Medical 
Practitioners  are  supplied  with  swabs  etc.  as  described  in  the 
corresponding  paragraph  in  the  Maidenhead  Section  of  this 
Report.  Occasionally  in  urgent  cases  and  to  save  delay  in 
post  a swab  etc.  is  sent  by  hand  to  the  Pathological  Department 
of  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading,  where  the  case  occurs 
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in  that  part  of  the  district  which  adjoins  the  County  Borough 
of  Reading.  These  examinations  are  paid  for  by  the  Local 
Authority  the  same  as  those  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  under  the  scheme.  The  following  tables  show  the 
extent  to  which  these  facilities  have  been  made  use  of.

Periodic  examination  is  made  of  the  private  water  supplied 
in  the  district  and  samples  taken  for  analysis  when  deemed 
necessary.  During  the  past  year  16  of  these  were  analysed  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  which  12  proved  satisfactory 
and  4 were  condemned  as  unfit  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes.

19.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.

PART  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

22.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  seven  separate  water  undertakings  supplying  or 
distributing  water  in  9 of  the  16  parishes  of  this  District, 
namely  : — 

(1)  Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water  Company  (private) 

supplying  part  of  the  parish  of  Finchampstead. 

(2)  Wokingham  Water  Company  (private)  supplying  the 

parish  of  Wokingham  Without  mainly. 

(3)  Reading  Borough  Water  Works  (municipal)  supply  part 

of  the  parish  of  Earley. 

(4)  Henley  Water  Company  (private)  supplying  a portion 

of  the  parish  of  Remenham. 

(5)  The  Wargrave  Water  Works  (Wokingham  Rural 

District  Council)  supplying  the  parishes  and  villages 

of  Wargrave  and  Twyford, 
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(5)  The  Sonning  Water  Works  (Wokingham  Rural  District 
Council). 

(7)  The  Wokingham  Rural  District  Council  purchase 
water  in  bulk  from  the  Corporation  of  Reading  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  portions  of  the  parishes  of 
Shinfield  and  Swallowfield. 

In  spite  of  these  multiple  sources  of  public  supply,  mostly 
arranged  round  the  periphery  of  the  district,  there  are  seven 
parishes  that  are  not  provided  with  a piped  supply,  in  addition 
to  portions  of  the  other  parishes  named  above  that  are  partly 
supplied.  The  parishes  with  no  public  supply  are  : — Arbor- 
held,  Barkham,  Hurst,  Newland,  Ruscombe,  Winnersh  and 
Woodley. 

Of  these  Ruscombe,  Winnersh  and  Woodley  are  urgently 
in  need  of  such  a supply,  largely  on  account  of  recent  develop- 
ment of  housing,  and  the  need  in  the  other  parishes  though  less 
acute  is  by  no  means  negligible.  The  District  Council  is 
fully  aware  of  these  needs  both  from  their  own  knowledge  and 
from  various  reports  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
from  time  to  time.  For  the  past  three  or  four  years  the  question 
of  a Council  Water  Scheme  to  supply  the  straggling  area  not 
otherwise  provided  for  has  been  a subject  of  discussion  at 
practically  every  Council  meeting  not  to  mention  numerous 
special  Committee  meetings.  Although  seeking  the  best 
available  expert  and  technical  advice  on  the  matter  the  Council 
has  been  singularly  unfortunate  in  its  proposed  schemes,  legal, 
technical  and  other  difficulties  having  cropped  up  when  least 
expected  to  wreck  what  was  otherwise  considered  a practical 
proposition.  With  praiseworthy  tenacity  the  Council  has 
held  on  to  the  project  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  a 
copious  and  reliable  source  of  supply  has  been  found  and  a 
scheme,  involving  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £55,000 
is  on  foot  with  all  apparent  prospect  of  being  brought  to  fruition, 
but  past  experience  teaches  one  to  be  cautious  in  anticipating 
results. 
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For  many  years  past  the  supply  afforded  liy  the  Wargrave 
Water  Works  has  proved  inadequate  during  times  of  drought 
when  the  call  for  water  is  greatest.  In  order  to  supplement  the 
supply  a fresh  boring  at  some  considerable  distance  from  the 
Works  was  made  during  the  year  which  proved  extraordinarily 
successful,  the  quantity  available  being  greater  than  that 
afforded  by  the  original  well. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  this  to  promulgate  a scheme  to 
extend  the  Wargrave — Twyford  supply  to  the  adjoining 
willage  of  Ruscombe  where  it  is  so  greatly  needed.  The  scheme 
is  estimated  to  cost  £1,526,  a comparatively  large  sum  for  an 
area  of  low  rateable  value,  its  realisation  therefore  is  largely 
contingent  upon  a substantial  grant  from  the  Unemployment 
Grants  Committee.  Meanwhile  the  District  Council  has  not 
been  idle  in  extending  existing  schemes  to  their  own  and  other 
houses  where  the  work  can  be  done  at  a reasonable  cost,  thus, 
extensions  in  four  sections  involving  an  expenditure  of  £1,080 
have  been  made  in  the  parishes  of  Shinfield  and  Swallowfield 
and  by  guarantee  have  induced  the  Wokingham  Water  Com- 
pany to  make  an  extension  of  1,910  yards  along  the  Nine  Mile 
Ride  in  the  parish  of  Wokingham  Without,  and  the  Frimley 
Company  a similar  extension  of  430  yards  in  the  parish  of  Finch- 
ampstead.  An  extension  of  1,250  yards,  costing  approximately 
£730,  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Sonning  Water  Works  in  the 
parish  of  that  name.  The  supply  from  these  public  sources 
have  proved  satisfactory  in  quality,  and  with  the  exception  of 
Wargrave — Twyford,  now  remedied  in  quantity  as  well.  A test 
sample  from  the  new  bore  of  the  Wargrave — Twyford  Works 
proved  excellent  chemically  and  bacterially.  Various  samples 
have  been  taken  from  time  to  time  of  private  wells,  largely  from 
Dairy  farms.  Twenty -three  in  all  during  the  past  year  and  of 
these  15  proved  good  and  8 bad. 

During  the  year  under  review  a special  survey  was  made  of 
the  water  supplies  to  schools  in  the  district,  the  details  of 
which  are  given  in  the  subsequent  table  and  further  particulars 
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on  water  siij^plies  are  contained  in  the  Sanitary  Insi^ector’s 
Report  (see  paragraph  27).

23.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  and  streams  passing  through  this  district  com- 
prise a small  portion  of  the  Thames,  and  its  tributaries,  the 
Lodden  and  the  Blackwater  into  which  the  subsidiary  streams 
the  Embrook  and  Barkham  Brook  flow.  The  effluent  from 
the  Wokingham  Borough  Sewage  Works  is  discharged  into  the 
Embrook  and  as  this  effluent  consistently  shows  a high  standard 
of  purification,  contamination  from  this  source  may  be  regarded 
as  negligible.  The  only  other  possible  sources  of  contamination 
are  those  of  drainage  from  farms  and  large  private  houses 
having  their  own  system  of  sewage  disposal.  Very  occasionally 
defects  of  the  kind  have  been  discovered  and  remedy  effected 
in  the  ordinary  course.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  in  co- 
operation with  the  Inspectors  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  in 
keeping  a careful  watch  on  the  ditches  and  water  courses 
communicating  with  the  streams  mentioned  so  that  supervision 
in  this  matter  is  efficiently  carried  out. 
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24.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  only  portions  of  this  district  that  are  sewered  are  the 
villages  of  Wargrave  and  Sonning.  New  settling  tanks  and 
some  other  improvements  were  effected  at  the  Sonning  works 
some  six  or  seven  years  ago  and  since  then  there  have  been  no 
complaints.  Recent  development  in  housing,  however,  has 
raised  the  volume  of  sewage  to  be  dealt  with  to  very  nearly  the 
limit  of  capacity  of  both  these  Sewage  Works  and  extensions 
are  likely  to  be  required  in  the  near  future.  Several  minor 
extensions  of  the  sewers  have  been  made  in  the  last  year  or  two 
notably  to  a large  laundry,  to  the  Council  Houses,  and  to  several 
private  houses. 

The  village  of  Twyford  is  greatly  in  need  of  sewering  but 
owing  to  the  lie  of  the  land,  and  certain  engineering  difficulties 
involved  the  cost  is  proportionately — one  might  almost  say — 
prohibitively  high.  The  area  has  been  surveyed  and  a report 
from  the  engineers  laid  before  the  Council.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  Scheme  including  re-construction  of  the  Wargrave 
Sewage  Works  is  given  at  £36,290  ; it  is  hoped,  however,  that 
substantial  help  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  Unemployment 
Grants  Committee  as  otherwise  there  is  little  likelihood  of  such 
a heavy  burden  being  shouldered. 

25.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  “ Conversion  Clause  ” of  Section  39  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act  1907  does  not  apply  in  this 
district.  By  far  the  larger  portion  of  closets  are  Earth  Closets 
of  the  pail  type  and  as  soon  as  any  nuisance  arises  in  connection 
with  a closet  of  the  “ Privy  ” type,  steps  are  taken  to  substitute 
an  Earth  (pail)  closet. 


26.  SCAVENGING. 

In  the  villages  of  Twyford  and  Wargrave  dry  scavenging 
has  been  carried  out  hitherto  under  the  Parish  Council  acting 
as  a Committee  of  the  District  Council.  In  the  parish  of

Remenham,  an  unofficial  dry  scavenging  scheme  was  initiated 
some  time  ago  by  the  residents,  the  work  being  done  by  a private 
eontractor.  In  October  1930  a Dry  Scavenging  Scheme  for  the 
whole  of  the  remaining  1 3 parishes  of  the  district  was  established 
and  provision  made  for  taking  over  the  work  in  the  three 
parishes  already  dry  scavenged  when  existing  contraets 
expired.  The  scheme,  which  has  been  exceedingly  well 
organised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  provides  for  a fortnightly 
eollection  on  a stated  day  of  the  week  in  the  13  new  ” parishes 
and  a similar  weekly  collection  in  the  3 old  ” parishes.  Sonning 
has  now  been  brought  into  the  weekly  collection  making  four. 
The  equipment  employed  eonsists  of  two  specially  built  motor 
vehicles  fitted  with  proper  doors  and  coverings  and  adapted 
for  travelling  on  country  roads.  On  one  vehicle  four  men  are 
employed  and  three  on  the  other,  one  man  of  each  team 
(except  the  driver)  taking  turn  at  the  dump.  The  rubbish  is 
disposed  of  on  four  sites  at  convenient  places  in  the  district, 
one  of  which  has  been  purchased  and  the  other  three  leased. 
The  method  of  disposal  is  that  of  “ controlled  dumping  ” i.e.  the 
refuse  is  consolidated  and  completely  covered  with  a layer  of 
soil. 

Wet  scavenging — emptying  of  cesspools — is  earned  out  in 
the  parishes  of  Twyford,  Wokingham  Without  and  Winnersh 
by  two  Dennis  Motor  Vacuum  Tanks  of  1,000  gallons  and  750 
gallons  capacity  resjiectively.

Seven  cases  of  overcrowding  in  dwelling-houses  were 
discovered  and  4 of  these  were  remedied. 

The  above  figures  include  work  carried  out  under  the 
heading  “ Housing  Statistics  ” which  is  submitted  herewith  on 
the  prescribed  form.  Two  old  cottages  known  as  Numbers  5 
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and  6 Charville  Cottages  and  situated  on  the  Bath  Road, 
Woodley,  were  demolished  by  the  owners  to  admit  of  road 
widening. 

Police  Court  proceedings  under  the  Council’s  Byelaws 
relating  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures,  were 
taken  on  the  14th  October  in  respect  of  a family  named  Tull 
occupying  a wooden  hut  at  Coleman’s  Moor,  Woodley,  for  failing 
to  comply  with  a Statutory  Notice  to  provide  proper  Closet  and 
Ashpit  accommodation  and  a water  supply.  The  Court  made 
an  order  on  the  occupier  to  comply  with  the  Notice  within  one 
month,  or  failing  which  a penalty  of  £2  would  be  enforced. 

This  family  is  still  in  occupation  and  the  works  required 
have  not  been  carried  out.  The  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Council’s  Solicitor.

Twenty-eight  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  22  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Maidenhead. 

Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  3 houses  and 
nineteen  Diphtheria  cases  occurred  in  five  houses. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private 
wells  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  submitted  for  analysis. 
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Eight  samples  were  classified  as  good,  five  passable,  nine 
bad  and  one  doubtful.*  Appropriate  action  has  been  taken  in 
regard  to  the  bad  samples. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  water  in  many  wells  in  a portion 
of  the  Nine  Mile  Ride  in  the  Parishes  of  Wokingham  Without 
and  Finchampstead,  the  Council  made  arrangements  with  the 
Wokingham  District  Water  Co.  to  extend  their  four  inch  main 
along  this  road  for  a distance  of  1,910  yards,  this  work  was 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Two  small  extensions  amounting  to  300  yards  of  three  inch 
water  main  have  been  laid  in  Trowes  Lane,  Swallowfield,  to 
supply  fourteen  of  the  Council’s  Cottages. 

An  extension  of  four  inch  water  main  is  now  being  carried 
out  in  the  Parish  of  Shinfield  from  Great  Lea  House  Farm  to  the 
Parish  boundary  at  ''  The  Elms,”  a distance  of  2,490  yards  at  a 
contract  price  of  £950. 

The  Henley  Regatta  Committee,  were,  upon  request, 
again  kind  enough  to  have  a temporary  water  supply  laid  on 
from  the  main  to  the  public  part  of  the  course,  for  the  con- 
venience of  Refreshment  Caterers,  Occupiers  of  Caravans,  and 
the  public  generally.  This  action  of  the  Committee  was  very 
much  appreciated  by  all  concerned. 

SCHOOLS. 

Samples  of  drinking  water  have  been  taken  for  anatysis 
from  seven  schools,  which  are  supplied  by  wells,  six  samples 
were  considered  to  be  good  and  one  sample  was  bad.  A list 
showing  the  number  of  schools  and  the  nature  of  the  water 
supply  to  each  has  been  forwarded  to  you. 

Alterations  to  the  drainage  have  been  requested  and 
carried  out  at  St.  Sebastian’s  School,  Wokingham  Without, 
Sonning  Infants’  School  and  Arborfield  School  House. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  8 slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  2 being  Licensed 
and  6 Registered.  These  premises  were  frequently  inspected 
and  on  the  whole  were  kept  in  a clean  condition.  One  licence 
expired  and  was  not  renewed,  Mr.  Painter,  Culham  Court  Farm, 
vacating  same, 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Diseased  and  unsound  meat  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
for  condemnation  as  follows  : —

DRY  SCAVENGING. 

The  Council,  having  had  under  consideration  the  need  for 
a collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  District,  decided  to 
inaugurate  a scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse  by  Direct 
Labour  in  13  out  of  the  16  Parishes.  The  remaining  3 Parishes 
already  have  this  service  which  is  carried  out  by  the  Parish 
Councils,  it  is  proposed  however  to  transfer  these  duties  to  the 
District  Council  at  the  end  of  March  next,  so  as  to  bring  all  the 
Parishes  into  one  general  scheme. 

A Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  inspected  two 
systems  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse,  viz. : (1)  By  Incineration ; 
(2)  By  the  method  known  as  Controlled  Dumping,  and  the 
Council  decided  on  the  Committee’s  recommendation  to  adopt 
the  latter  method. 

Two  sites  were  selected,  one  a field  off  Watmore  Lane, 
Winnersh,  and  the  other  some  disused  gravel  pits  off  Hyde  End 
Road,  Shinfield. 

The  Council  purchased  the  field,  which  is  approximately 
acres,  in  Watmore  Lane  for  the  sum  of  £280,  the  disused 
gravel  pits  are  leased  from  Mr.  Robbers  of  Shinfield  for  a yearly 
sum  of  £20, 
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A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  by  a properly 
equipped  Ford  A.  T.  Refuse  Vehicle  which  cost  the  sum  of 
£475  and  is  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity.  Four  men  are  normally 
employed,  3 being  engaged  in  collection,  and  one  man  at  the 
two  “ tips.” 

The  refuse  is  levelled,  consolidated  and  covered  with  earth 
each  day,  no  complaints  of  nuisance  from  smell  or  rats  have 
been  received  since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  27th 
October  last.

28.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926  has  no 
application  in  this  district. 

29.  CONTROLLED  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

There  are  no  premises  answering  the  technical  description 
of  ‘‘  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings  ” in  this  district. 

The  Model  Byelaws  relating  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  ” 
were  adopted  in  1902  and  the  provisions  contained  therein  are 
applied  wherever  applicable.  The  usual  sites  for  itinerant  van 
dwellers  are  certain  meadows  in  the  parishes  of  Newland, 
Woodley  and  Wokingham  Without.  As  their  stay  is  usually 
of  very  temporary  character  no  special  provision  is  made  for 
them,  the  water  supply  being  obtained  from  a neighbouring 
house,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  such  as  is  usual 
amongst  these  wanderers. 

Dwellings  which  are  not  houses  within  the  meaning  of  the 
local  Byelaws  and  which  may  therefore  be  classed  as  “ Sheds  ” 
are  numerous  in  the  locality  known  as  “ California  ” situated 
in  the  heathland  where  the  parishes  of  Barkham,  Finchamji- 
stead  and  Wokingham  Without  adjoin.  They  are  under 
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constant  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  so  far  as  is 
practicable  considering  the  meagre  financial  resources  of  the 
tenant-owners  of  these  dwelling  sheds,  sanitary  necessities  and 
amenities  are  enforced. 

Special  arrangements  (see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report, 
paragraph  27)  are  made  for  the  itinerants  who  congregate  in 
the  meadows  adjoining  the  Thames  in  the  parish  of  Remenham 
during  Henley  week.  Hop-pickers  do  not  visit  this  district. 
There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms.  There  are  no 
Byelaws  relating  to  offensive  trades  in  force.  x4s  a matter  of 
fact  there  is  one  such  establishment  in  the  district  (Parish  of 
Arborfield)  where  bone  boiling  and  fat  melting  is  carried  on, 
but  as  the  works  are  situated  in  woodland  remote  from  any 
dwelling,  offence  is  not  caused. 

30.  OTHER  CONDITIONS. 

The  need  for  additional  and  more  convenient  burial  ground 
in  the  parish  of  Shinfield  has  been  met  by  the  consecration  and 
opening  of  the  New’  Cemetery  on  1st  April,  1928.  The  area  is 
approximately  IJ  acres  and  provides  accommodation  for  1,279 
grave  spaces.  The  total  cost,  including  fencing  and  laying  out, 
was  £720. 

31.  SCHOOLS. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  this  district  are  under 
the  Berks  County  Education  Authority  and  vary  greatly  in 
size  and  type,  but  no  exception  can  be  taken  to  their  sanitary 
condition.  In  one  instance,  the  Handicraft  School  at  Spencers 
Wood,  the  Closet  accommodation — a privy — was  found  to  be 
offensive  and  was  converted  into  Earth  Closets.  A special 
survey  of  the  water  suppH  was  made  during  the  year,  details  of 
which  are  given  in  paragraph  22.

33b.  housing  conditions. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  housing  conditions  on 
the  lines  indicated  in  the  schedule. 

1.  General  Observations. 

The  usual  type  of  house  consists  of  Kitchen,  Scullery, 
Living  Hoorn  and  two  or  three  bedrooms.  With  the  exception 
of  some  very  old  dwellings  and  the  ‘‘  shacks  and  shanties  ” 
mentioned  in  paragraph  29  the  general  standard  is  distinctly 
good  the  only  important  deficiencies  being  lack  of  bath-room 
(50%),  lack  of  suitable  food  store  (80 — 90%). 

The  prevailing  forms  of  defect  are,  in  older  type  houses, 
dampness  of  walls  from  want  of  damp-proof  course,  defective 
floors  (dry-rot),  perished  plaster  on  walls  and  ceiling,  windows 
not  made  to  open,  and  dirty  condition  of  walls  and  ceiling. 
Overcrowding  occurs  chiefly  in  the  two  bedroom  houses  due  to 
adolescence  of  family  and  no  provision  for  separating  the  sexes. 
In  the  newer  houses  overcrowding  occurs  from  ‘‘  taking  in 
another  family  to  help  to  pay  the  rent/’ 
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2.  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

There  is  a list  at  the  Council  Offices  of  some  430  persons 
who  have  applied  for  fresh  housing  accommodation.  At  least 
half  of  these  applicants  have  given  only  trivial  reasons  for  their 
request  or  none  at  all.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the 
classifiable  reasons  : — 

Sharing  house  with  another  family  . . . . 86

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There  has  been  a rapid  increase  in  the  population  in  that 
part  of  the  district  which  borders  on  the  County  Borough  of 
Reading  and  two  large  estates  are  being  developed  for  building. 
There  are  no  new  factories  or  industries  established  in  the 
District  and  no  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  sites  for  new  houses. 

3.  Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  does  not  exist  to  any  great  extent.  The 
basis  taken  is  that  of  300  cubic  feet  per  adult  or  two  children. 
The  two  chief  types  of  cases  are,  growth  of  family  beyond  accom- 
modation (2  bedrooms  only)  and  taking  in  either  aged  or  infirm 
relations  or  lodgers.  The  usual  procedure  is  to  serve  notice 
to  abate  nuisance  caused  by  overcrowdng.  If  private  effort 
fails  to  obtain  other  and  better  accommodation  preference  is 
given  in  the  next  allotment  of  Council  Houses. 

4.  Fitness  of  Houses. 

{a)  The  two  difficulties  chiefly  encountered  in  taking 
statutory  action  are  unwillingness  of  the  owner  to  do  repairs  for 
an  unworthy  tenant  and  where  occupier  is  also  owner,  inability 
to  spend  more  money  on  the  premises  (usually  heavily  mort- 
gaged). These  difficulties  lead  to  prolonged  negotiations  with 
the  owner  but  the  work  is  ultimately  done  piecemeal. 
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(h)  No  ‘‘  schemes  of  repair  ” have  been  mooted,  as  the 
defective  houses  very  rarely  occur  in  groups  and  it  is  hardly 
feasible  to  deal  with  them  otherwise  than  individually. 

(c)  With  regard  to  water  supply  where  a piped  supply  is 
available  90%  of  the  houses  have  a tap  indoors.  Where  the 
supply  is  from  a well  about  half  the  houses  so  supplied  have  a 
pump  indoors.  There  are  only  five  instances  where  families 
derive  their  water  supply  from  a common  well  at  some  distance 
from  the  houses  and  in  each  case  the  number  of  families  so 
supplied  is  about  five  or  six. 

{d)  The  instances  of  families  not  having  private  and 
separate  sanitary  accommodation  within  the  curtilage  of  the 
dwelling  house  are  limited  to  two  groups  of  Cottages  situated 
in  ‘‘  The  Grove,”  Twyford  where  there  are  five  common  water- 
closets  for  a block  of  12  cottages  and  another  four  for  a block  of 
5 cottages. 

5.  Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  are  no  ''  unhealthy  areas  ” in  this  District.  There 
are,  however,  a number  of  sites  being  used  or  sought  to  be  used 
for  building  purposes  that  are  unsuitable  by  reason  of  excessive 
dampness  or  to  liability  to  flooding.  These,  speaking  generally, 
could  be  remedied  by  draining  but  not  such  as  could  be  under- 
taken by  any  individual  owner. 

6.  Byelaws. 

See  next  paragraph. 

7.  General  Observations. 

The  very  moderate  requirements  of  the  Rural  series  of 
housing  byelaws  permit  the  erection  of  structures  of  a flimsy 
type,  more  in  the  nature  of  a shed  than  a house.  These  will 
not  stand  family  wear  and  tear  and  dilapidations  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  repaired.  The  owner-occupier  is  usually  an 
impecunious  individual  who  is  unable  to  pay  for  repairs,  and 
has  neither  time  (if  in  work)  nor  ability  (if  not  in  work)  to 
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effect  the  repairs  himself,  hence  service  of  the  usual  statutory 
notice  ” is  a mere  farce.  If  in  addition  the  dwelling  is  erected 
on  a ‘‘  cheap  ” site,  i.e.  a piece  of  waste  land  usually  marsh,  the 
condition  in  the  winter-time  is  deplorable.  Powers  are  required 
to  control  sites  as  well  as  the  buildings  erected  upon  them,  e.g. 
that  the  site  indicated  on  the  plan  submitted  to  the  Local 
Authority  is  (or  is  not)  suitable  for  the  type  of  building  proposed 
to  be  erected  thereon. 

PART  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

34.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  138  premises  in  this  District  where  milk  is 
produced  and  these  vary  in  type  and  condition  from  model 
farms  to  what  may  be  conveniently  described  as  good  old 
fashioned  ” cowsheds.  It  is  impossible  for  one  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  multifarious  other  duties  to  keep  them  all  under 
close  supervision  but  all  are  visited  at  least  once  in  the  course 
of  a year.  Special  effort  is  made  to  effect  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  as  to  lime  washing  both  by  personal  visits  and 
printed  notices.  Structural  improvements  and  alterations  are 
more  difficult  to  accomplish  as  the  terms  of  tenancy  under  which 
most  of  the  poorer  class  farms  are  held  make  the  owner  unwilling 
and  the  occupier  unable  to  carry  out  the  work.  On  the  whole 
water  supply  is  good,  floors  satisfactory,  drainage  moderately 
so,  while  cleanliness  of  the  cows  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
Improvement  is  slow  but  more  can  be  effected  by  personal 
persuasion  than  by  Statutory  Notice  which  the  farmers  strongly 
resent,  that  being  the  reason  why  only  informal  notices  are 
served.  Informal  sampling  is  not  done,  official  samples  are 
taken  by  the  Police  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  (see  para- 
graph 12).  Details  in  connection  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923  are 
given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  (see  paragraph  27). 
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35.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Butchers’  Shops,  Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses  and  places 
where  food  is  prepared  or  sold  are  frequently  inspected,  nearly 
400  visits  having  been  paid  to  premises  of  this  description 
during  the  past  year.  Very  few  causes  of  complaint  were 
found,  chiefly  neglect  of  limewashing  at  the  jiroper  time,  and 
all  were  remedied  upon  verbal  or  informal  notice.  Numerical 
details  of  visits  etc.,  unsound  meat  surrendered  and  Notices 
under  the  Anthrax  Order,  1928,  will  be  found  in  paragraph  27. 

36.  x^DULTERATION. 

The  District  Council  not  being  a Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  ” this  Section  does  not  apply.

PART  VI. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

39.  GENERAL. 

Amongst  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  1930  in  this 
district  Diphtheria  took  the  leading  place  with  38  cases,  exactly 
double  the  number  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  case  rate  per 
1,000  of  estimated  population  works  out  at  1.92  which  is  some- 
what higher  than  the  rate  of  1.84  per  1,000  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  cases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  year  and  consisted  mostly  of  small  groups  of 
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four  or  five  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the  district.  In  many 
instances  two  or  three  of  the  patients — in  one  case  six — were 
members  of  the  same  family.  Only  one  case  proved  fatal  and 
in  that  the  diagnosis  was  not  established  until  after  death. 
Twenty-seven  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being 
nursed  at  home.  The  latter  were  nearly  all  non-clinical  cases, 
the  infective  condition  being  discovered  upon  routine  swabbing 
of  the  family.  Scarlet  Fever  on  the  other  hand  was  less 
prevalent  than  usual,  namely  28  cases  (21  removed  to  hospital) 
as  compared  with  a five  yearly  average  of  37.  In  this  instance 
the  case  rate  comes  out  at  1.43  or  little  more  than  half  the  rate 
(2.76)  for  the  whole  country.  There  was  one  death  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  or  rather  from  its  sequela.  The  only  other  noteworthy 
feature  amongst  the  infectious  diseases  was  the  occurrence  of 
five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  village  of  Wargrave.  They 
occurred  as  single  cases  about  the  middle  of  each  of  the  following 
months,  February,  March,  August,  November,  December. 
The*  only  common  factor  discovered  upon  eareful  enquiry  was 
that  all  obtained  milk  from  the  same  dealer,  this,  however 

) 

proved  to  be  coincidence  rather  than  consequence,  as  this 
particular  firm  supplies  practically  the  whole  village.  Two  of 
the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  all  recovered.  The 
procedure  in  connection  with  these  notifiable  diseases  is  the 
same  as  described  for  the  other  districts,  namely  removal  to 
hospital  when  necessary,  swabbing  of  contacts,  disinfection  of 
premises,  exclusion  of  contacts  from  schools  or  work  until 
clear.  The  facilities  for  examination  of  swabs,  sputum,  blood 
etc.  are  also  the  same  as  described  elsewhere  (see  paragraph 
12).  Anti -toxin  for  Diphtheria  is  supplied  gratis  if  required 
but  is  rarely  asked  for  as  nearly  all  clinical  cases  are  admitted 
to  hospital.  The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  yet  been 
applied.  No  case  of  Small-pox  has  occurred  for  many  years 
and  the  Small-pox  Hospital  (nucleus  of)  held  jointly  with 
Wokingham  Urban  District  stands  derelict  on  Barkham 
Common,  needless  to  say  no  action  was  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  (Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations  of  1917. 
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With  regard  to  the  other  diseases  specially  noted  for 
comment,  mention  need  be  made  of  the  only  three  occurring  in 
this  district,  viz.  : influenza,  rheumatic  fever  and  cancer.  The 
first  named  accounted  for  one  death  only  as  against  23  in  the 
previous  year,  the  second  is  not  represented  at  all  either  this 
year  or  last  amongst  the  causes  of  death  and  the  third  shows  a 
decided  increase,  viz.  : 35  deaths  as  against  26  in  1929,  which 
gives  a cancer  death  rate  of  1.73  per  1,000  estimated  population 
for  1930  while  the  average  annual  rate  for  the  past  ten  years  is 
1.59.  No  special  facilities  are  available  for  the  diseases  other 
than  those  afforded  by  the  local  nursing  associations,  the 
neighbouring  hospitals,  and  the  provision  made  by  the  District 
Council  for  the  examination  of  morbid  materials. 

Table  I and  Table  II  set  out  below  show  the  figures  relating 
to  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  and  the  succeeding  list 
gives  an  account  of  the  infectious  and  other  diseases  occurring 
in  the  schools  as  recorded  and  reported  by  the  respective  Head 
Teachers.

40.  DISINFECTION. 

All  premises  recently  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from 
a notifiable  infectious  disease,  or  other  diseases,  e.g.  cancer,  are 
disinfected,  the  former  as  a routine  and  the  latter  on  request. 
Where  an  infectious  case  is  nursed  at  home  printed  instructions 
are  given  to  the  parent.  Articles  such  as  bedding  that  cannot 
be  satisfactorily  dealt  with  in  the  house  are  subjected  to  steam 
disinfection  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution.  Insect  and  animal 
pests  are  not  unduly  prevalent  in  this  district  and  no  special 
action  has  been  taken  in  that  respect  by  the  Local  Authority. 
On  several  occasions  advice  has  been  given  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  persons  desirous  of  information  on  the  subject. 
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41.  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  under  Section 
G6  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925  for  the  prevention  of  blindness 
or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or 
injury  to  the  eyes. 

42.  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Two  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified.  Both  received 
medical  attention,  one  nursed  at  home,  the  other  nursed  in  the 
Infirmary  and  both  recovered  without  apparent  impairment  of 
vision. 


43.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  and  of 
all  deaths  from  the  disease  occurring  in  this  District  during  1930 
are  given  in  the  table  below.

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MEMORANDUM. 


The  annual  distribution  of  his  returns  of  births  and  deaths 
for  the  past  year  affords  the  Registrar-General  an  opportunity 
of  directing  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
others  using  the  returns  to  some  points  upon  which  experience 
has  shown  that  misunderstandings  arise. 

1.  — The  numbers  of  live  births,  still  births  and  deaths 
are  those  REGISTERED  (but  excluding  re-registrations) 
during  the  calendar  year  {i.e.  1st  JAN. — 31st  DEC., 
INCLUSIVE)  and  are 'corrected  for  inward  and  outward 
transfers.  They  will  differ,  therefore,  from  uncorrected 
figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar  year  or  for 
a period  of  fifty-two  or  fifty -three  weeks. 

2.  — The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in 
the  light  of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the  certifying 
practitioner  in  response  to  special  inquiries,  the  principal 
subjects  of  these  enquiries  being  indicated  in  a table 
published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Registrar-General. 
This  possible  source  of  discrepancy  between  the  returns  of 
the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled  locally  should  be 
borne  in  mind  particularly  in  regard  to  the  causes  of  death 
dealt  with  in  that  table. 

3.  — If  it  is  desired  to  criticise  the  figures  above  referred 
to  relating  to  births  and  deaths,  this  should  be  done  AT  AN 
EARLY  DATE.  Every  effort  will  be  made  in  that  case 
to  clear  up  any  points  of  serious  difference  from  locally 
compiled  returns.  After  the  lapse  of  a fortnight  from  the 
date  of  this  memorandum,  however,  the  tabulation  of  the 
figures  in  this  Department  will  have  reached  a stage  at 
which  it  will  be  impossible,  save  in  the  most  exceptional 
circumstances,  to  give  effect  to  any  suggested  modifi- 
cations, 
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4.  — In  addition  to  the  returns  above-mentioned,  a 
slip  is  enclosed  shewing  the  numbers  of  cases  of  certain 
infectious  diseases  in  the  district  notified  during  the  53 
weeks  ended  3rd  January,  1931.  The  case  rates  of  these 
diseases  for  England  and  Wales,  per  1,000  living  are  as 
follows  : — Smallpox,  0.29  ; Scarlet  Fever,  2.76  ; Diph- 
theria, 1.84  ; Enteric  Fever,  0.07  ; Puerperal  Fever,  0.06  ; 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  0.14  ; and  Erysipelas,  0.45. 

5.  — It  will  be  noted  that  the  population  figure  given 
is  that  for  Mid  1929.  The  figure  for  1930  will  not  be 
available  before  the  end  of  June  next.  See  Ministry  of 
Health  Memorandum,  dated  28th  January,  1931,  relative 
to  Circular  1119.
